NHS managers explain the long-term plans that will 
improve vour services and tackle health inequalities 


HEALTH bosses are to unveil ambitious proposals to 
make the NHS in Kent meet world-class standards. 


This latest Government drive 
to raise the quality of medical 
services, known as World Class 
Commissioning (WCC), will 
place primary care trust (PCT) 
managers under scrutiny like 
never before. 

PCTs commission services 
from a range of providers includ¬ 
ing hospital trusts, the volun¬ 
tary sector, dentists and GPs. 

Debbie Stock, West Kent 
PCT’s programme manager for 
WCC, said the trust was excited 
about the opportunities to 
address health inequalities. 

“The PCT covers quite an afflu¬ 
ent area but we do have areas 
where there is severe deprivation. 

“Coronary heart disease and 
cancer are the biggest health 
threats, but we need to know 
where they are greatest to 
focus the services to make the 
maximum influence on people’s 
lives to really drive improve¬ 
ments,” she said. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
PCT, the sixth largest in 
England, has to deal with major

health inequalities across the 
region - with differences in life 
expectancy of up to 12 years 
between some areas. 

The PCT’s chief executive Ann 
Sutton, and its chairman Colin 
Tomson, spoke to KoS about 
plan to achieve WCC status by 
June next year. 

Ms Sutton said: “The real dif¬ 
ference is that in the past servic¬ 
es have been historic. They have 
been provided in a certain way 
and had a contract without 
much review. 

“WCC takes a step back - if 
you are going to make good deci¬ 
sions about what to commission 
you first need to access the 
health and social care needs of 
the population.” 

PCTs will be judged on a num¬ 
ber of results, which have to 
include life expectancy and 
health inequalities. Health boss¬ 
es also choose between five and

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PCT directors face dismissal 
if their trusts fail to deliver

eight targets that are specific to their 
populations. 

East Kent’s provisional list includes 
cardiovascular disease mortality rate; 
cancer mortality; deaths from strokes; 
teenage pregnancy; smoking prevalence; 
childhood obesity; all-age all-cause mortali¬ 
ty; and suicide mortality. 

But Ms Sutton said the final choices were 
yet to be approved by the PCT’s board. 

Patients will be able to compare the final 
choices against the national benchmark and 
see the rate of progression each PCT makes. 

PCTs will also be rated between one and 
four for competence across 10 areas, includ¬ 
ing assessing needs, innovation and clinical 
leadership. 

In the first year of assessment, PCTs are 
not expected to score above levels one or 
two for meeting world-class commissioning 
competencies. 

By 2014 all PCTs are required to reach 
level four, and for better performing trusts 
the world-class target is expected to be 
achieved in three years’ time. 

Mr Tomson said the process would estab¬ 


lish the PCT’s long-term goals, but there 
were also developments that would have a 
more immediate impact on WCC scores. 

For example, by the end of the year all 
stroke patients will have access to special¬ 
ist services around the clock, including clot- 
busting thrombolytic drugs. 

Health bosses are concerned that some 
PCTs do not know the population they serv¬ 
ice well enough. 

Measures 

Ms Sutton said the PCT has worked with 
its six districts to set up health and well-being 
groups, which have been given £100,000 each 
to create projects that improve health. 

Examples include a community allotment 
scheme in Aylesham and ‘sing for health’ in 
Folkestone. 

Asked how patients can expect WCC to 
differ from existing published measures 
and targets that NHS healthcare organisa¬ 
tions already have to meet, Ms Sutton said: 
“This stretches us further.” 

Mr Tomson said WCC goes beyond patient 
services having to meet only minimal stan¬ 
dards and focuses on longer-term aspirations. 


PCTs failing to meet WCC targets face 
intervention from the local Strategic 
Health Authority and financial penalties. 

Board directors, who hold overall 
accountability, could be sacked and as a 
final measure PCTs would be taken over by 
higher performing trusts. 

Those trusts that improve will be reward¬ 
ed and will be asked to share their knowl¬ 
edge with other PCTs. 

By the end of the year, the east Kent 
PCT’s plans will go before a panel, which 
includes representatives from the region’s 
SHA, NHS South East Coast, as well as 
experts from another SHA, for approval. 

Ms Sutton said she was confident the 
proposals would be passed and the first 
target reached. 

She said: ‘We have got really good infor¬ 
mation now down to neighbourhood level. 

“As the leaders of the local NHS we are 
advocates of our customers, accountable to 
our customers, driving up quality standards 



across the area.’ 


Proposed energy firm takeover 
leaves Dungeness in the dark 


BRITISH Energy has refused to 
reveal whether the sale of the 
company will affect plans for a 
potential new nuclear reactor on 
the Kent coast. 

It has been widely reported 
that the company, the country’s 
largest atomic power generator, 
has agreed to be taken over by 
French energy giant EDF for 
more than £12 billion and a deal 
is likely to be announced early 
next week. 

A spokeswoman for British 
Energy (BE) told Kent on Sunday: 
‘We posted a Stock Exchange 
announcement (on Thursday) to 
confirm that we are in advanced 
discussions with one party. 

‘We cannot be sure it will lead 
to an offer being made and there¬ 
fore cannot comment further at 
the moment.” 

The announcement comes as 
the Government unveiled the pro¬ 
posed siting criteria and assess¬ 
ment process for the next genera¬ 
tion of nuclear power stations. 

Dungeness, which was high on a 
list of the most suitable sites for 
new plants in a report commis-

sioned by ministers last year, 
already has a nuclear reactor 
which generates 30 per cent of the 
South East’s electricity and is due 
to be decommissioned in 2018. 

Under the criteria announced 
by Business Secretary John 
Hutton, sites at risk of flood or in 
environmentally protected areas, 
such as Dungeness, would still be 
considered as locations for new 
power stations. 

But those in heavily populated 
areas or at risk of earthquake 
damage would be scrapped as 
potential sites. 

Emissions 

This week’s proposals will be 
used to by the Government to 
draw up a National Policy 
Statement, which will be used as 
a framework for individual plan¬ 
ning decisions. The Government 
owns a 35 per cent share of BE 
and it is rumoured British Gas 
owner Centrica is negotiating 
with EDF to be a minority part¬ 


ner in the acquisition with a 25 
per cent stake, meaning the com¬ 
pany will not fall out of British 
hands completely. 

BE said it could not comment 
on the effect of the sale on poten¬ 
tial future expansion across its 
eight sites, including Dungeness. 

However, the majority acquisi¬ 
tion by the French government- 
owned EDF would be controver¬ 
sial if the company controlled 
the UKs nuclear generation in 
the future. 

On Friday it was announced 
that EDF’s UK customers would 
face further cost hikes for energy 
bills with gas prices increasing 
by 22 per cent and electricity by 
17 per cent. 

The Government says a global 
“renaissance of nuclear power” is 
an essential part of ending 
reliance on fossil fuels. A list of pro¬ 
posed sights for up to eight new 
reactors will be published by 2010. 

Campaign group Greenpeace 
says even if 10 new reactors were 
built it would only cut carbon 
emissions by four per cent some 
time after 2025. 


BE remained tight-lipped over 
the likelihood of the Kent site mak¬ 
ing its final list, but it is among 
four in the south of England that 
the company has secured an 
agreement with the National 
Grid for access from 2016. 

Gareth Brett, head of the compa¬ 
ny’s new nuclear development 
team, said: “We have considerable 
experience operating nuclear 
power stations in Britain and we 
have sites capable of supporting 
new facilities with cooling water 
and grid connections in both 
England and Scotland. We have 
every reason to expect them to be 
considered appropriate for poten¬ 
tial development in the future.” 

Kent Green Party spokesman 
Steve Dawe said the evidence 
suggests Dungeness will be in 
the top four potential sites for 
new reactors. But he said experts 
predict there is currently only 
enough uranium available for 
the next 15 years. 

Energy efficiency measures 
and renewable energy sources 
such as wind were the way for¬ 
ward, he claimed.

A TEENAGE boy suffered severe 
injuries after being attacked. 

The 13-year-old suffered a severe head 
injury during Wednesday’s assault in 
Rainham. 

Paramedics rushed him to Medway 
Maritime Hospital at 1.30pm and later 
transferred him to a London hospital for 
specialist treatment. 

His condition was described a serious. 

Two boys, aged 13 and 14 years old, 
were arrested on suspicion of GBH. 

Det Insp Mike Morgan said: ‘We know 
there were lots of people in the area 
when this incident occurred. 

“Officers have already taken informa¬ 
tion from many of those present, but we 
are still asking anyone who thinks they 
may know something that will assist us 
with our inquiries to come forward.” 

PM’s ‘the best 
politician in 
UK’ says Bob 

LABOUR MP Bob Marshall-Andrews has 
branded his colleagues who want to get 
rid of Gordon Brown as “contemptible”. 

Speaking after Labour’s battering in 
the Glasgow East by-election, the MP for 
Medway told the BBC Mr Brown was 
“the best politician in the country”. 

He said Labour politicians who told 
the public they wanted to “listen and 
learn” were talking “nonsense”, and that 
the country wanted strong leadership 
from the Government. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews said much of the 
current economic woes were beyond the 
control of the Government, but that if it 
took credit for the good times it was going 
to blamed when there was a downturn. 

Rape hearing 
is set to begin 

A MAN will go on trial at Maidstone 
Crown Corut on Tuesday charged with one 
count of kidnap and three counts of rape. 

The alleged offences date back to 
December, 2000, in Folkestone. 

Kelvin Clyde Bennett, aged 45, from 
Bordesley, Birmingham, was arrested by 
Kent Police in February. 

Bennett has been remanded in custody 
since being charged. 


AN ARTIST’S design for a 50ft sculpture of a 
white stallion has been given the thumbs 
down by the Kent public. 

The vision by Turner Prize winner Mark 
Wallinger is tipped to become the £2 million 
Angel of the South’, which would stand near 
Ebbsfleet International station. 

But Kent County Council, unhappy with 
his proposal, commissioned their own Invicta 
horse design. 

And it claimed 89 per cent of people at the 
Kent County Show preferred its design, 
which is by artist Graham Clarke, from 
Boughton Monchelsea. 

Cllr Alex King, deputy leader of KCC, said: 
“The results have been overwhelming. We 
support the basic concept of the horse idea, 
but like the people of Kent, we clearly want a 
horse more in keeping with our history and 
tradition.” 

An exhibition of five sculpture designs by 
commissioned artists, including Wallinger’s 
White Horse, is on show at the Bluewater 
Shopping Centre.

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Farmers ‘hammered’ by fuel and fertiliser costs 

Cauli growers are 
being priced out

KENT’S cauliflower trade is in cri¬ 
sis as UK vegetable producers 
warn that the industry could col¬ 
lapse unless they are paid more 
for what they grow 

Spiralling production costs for seed, fertilis¬ 
er and fuel mean that unless leading buyers 
such as supermarkets pay more, vegetable 
growers will be forced quit the market. 

In Thanet, Geoff Philpott, whose family has 
been growing cauliflowers since just after 
World War One, said he was receiving 39p per 
cauliflower - but he needs 44p to cover his 
costs and by next year he will need 50p. 

Mr Philpott, who runs GG Philpott and Son 
at Elmwood Farm, Broadstairs, said his fer¬ 
tiliser costs alone have rocketed by 300 per 
cent from £150 a ton to £600 a ton this year. 

“We are being hammered into the ground 
by the supermarkets,” he said. “Costs are ris¬ 
ing so fast - we are looking at 32 per cent 
overall in the last 12 months - and I can see 
it going only one way.” 

He sells to wholesalers, supermarkets and 
exporters, and although he also grows other 
vegetables such as potatoes and other brassi-

cas, he specialises in cauliflowers, growing 
103 varieties. He is probably the largest 
grower in the South East now, but says that 
over the last five years, six or seven major 
local growers - “the biggest and the best” - 
have left the business. 

For example, Birchington’s Robert 
Montgomery stopped growing caulis on his 
800 acres last year because they were no 


longer viable. And the year before that, Peter 
Linlington of Birchington, who Mr Philpott 
called “the best cauliflower grower ever”, 
stopped producing caulis on his 400 acres. 

He said the reason fertiliser was so expen¬ 
sive was that gas prices have shot up and the 
demand for phosphates and potash, the main 
nutrients, have zoomed ahead in places such 
as China. 

He said: “Where will we be in a year’s time? 
I wish I had a crystal ball, but if we can’t 
make the job pay we will be drilling for cere¬ 
als. But we don’t want to go that way. We are 
specialists and we have a loyal workforce.” 

Mr Philpott said vegetables such as cauli¬ 
flowers, sprouts and spring greens were high¬ 
ly nutritious and full of fibre. Thanet, like 
Cornwall, is a prime place to grow caulis, with 
alkaline, free-draining soil and being sur¬ 
rounded by sea, preventing hard frosts. 

It is ironic that in the isle, the massive £80 
million Thanet Earth project - the biggest 
greenhouse site of it kind in the UK - is now 
coming on-stream, producing salad crops. 

When it is fully operational in 2010 it will 
have seven greenhouses, each the size of 10 
football pitches, growing 1.3 million tomato 
plants, along with peppers and cucumbers. It 
will employ 550 people over its 220 acres. 



Family’s secrets 
unearthed at dig 

VOLUNTEERS are unearthing some of the 
secrets of one of Kent’s oldest families on a 
community archaeological dig. 

They have uncovered the remains of a large 
medieval manor house which was the home of 
Henry de Cobham, Sheriff of Kent and Keeper 
of the Coasts, in the 13th century. 

Hundreds of people have joined the three- 
week dig in the grounds of Shome Woods 
country park, near Gravesend. 

So far they have found the remains of the 
main hall house, the detached kitchen with its 
massive hearth, a bakery and store. Artefacts 
recovered include a carved stone cross, bones, 
cauldron fragments, and roof and floor tiles. 

Community archaeological officer Lyn 
Palmer said: “The Cobham family has long 
been associated with this area and it is fasci¬ 
nating to find out about their former home as 
it brings local history to life.”

Archbishop leads 
poverty march 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury led a proces¬ 
sion through central London on Thursday, call¬ 
ing on world leaders to take urgent action to 
tackle global poverty. 

Dr Rowan Williams led hundreds of bishops 
and archbishops from around the world on 
the march from Parliament to Lambeth 
Palace. 

He warned that the UN’s millennium devel¬ 
opment goals decided in 2000, which include 
halving world poverty by 2015 and stopping 
the spread of HIV/Aids, would not be met 
unless efforts are stepped up. 

At a rally after the procession, Dr Williams 
said that if governments fail it will lead to fur¬ 
ther starvation, disease and death.

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‘Wimp’ jibe 
fails to curry 
much favour 

A CABLE TV and internet firm has come 
under fire after claiming that people in 
Kent can only handle mild curries. 

Virgin Media caused a storm last week 
when it said the majority of Indian food 
lovers in the county could not handle any¬ 
thing spicier than a standard korma. 

In our sister paper the Saturday Observer 
the company claimed 71 per cent never 
touch hotter Indian dishes and called the 
people of Kent “wimps”. 

But TV chef Phil Vickery, who was bom in 
Folkestone, told the newspaper it was a 
“crazy claim”. 

Now, Peter Grove, editor of Real Curry 
Restaurant Guide, has entered the fray. 

In an email to KOS Media, he said: “I sug¬ 
gest that whoever carried out the survey for 
Virgin Media in their hurry survey 5 hands 
back the fee and stops making things up. 

Reaction 

“Not only did their survey unfairly malign 
the good people of Kent who enjoy a spicy 
curry as much as the next person, but mild 
korma has not been the most popular dish 
in Britain for many years.” 

He added: “Kent has some great Indian 
restaurants and their customers are just as 
adventurous as anywhere and actually 
more so than some areas of UK that could 
be named. Get it right Virgin Media.”

HUNDREDS of soldiers from the 
county regiment of Kent have 
been involved in war games in 
Canada ahead of being sent to 
Afghanistan - and possibly Iraq. 

For the past month around 1,000 troops 
from The 1st Battalion The Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment (1PWRR) have 
been in Alberta. 

Laser-guided equipment helped make the 
training, against other British troops, more 
realistic. 

As part of Exercise Medicine Man, soldiers 
were forced out of their Warrior armoured 
vehicles into a purpose-built Village’, where 
they honed their street fighting skills. 

They were made to live out of their 
vehicles for 24 days without returning to 
the relative comfort of camp. 

Lieutenant Colonel Charlie Sykes, the bat¬ 
talion’s commanding officer, said: “It’s a rela¬ 
tively testing environment and a lot of my 
people have never been on exercise this long. 

“We are anticipating going on operations at 
the end of the year, working on the vehicles and 




reminding ourselves what a battle group 
brings, builds familiarity and confidence.” 

For many new soldiers and officers who 
have recently joined the battalion it was 
their first experience of working with the 
Warrior as well as Bulldog troop carriers. 

Although it is based in Germany, 
IPWRR’s regimental headquarters is in 
Canterbury. 

It was announced last week that 170 


soldiers from B Company 1PWRR will be 
sent to Afghanistan in October as part of 3 
Commando Brigade, Royal Marines. 

Defence sources say it is also possible 
troops from the battalion will be heading to 
Iraq later this year.

Denial that £17m 
Turner gallery 
has been delayed 


KENT County Council has 
denied that the planned 
gallery to celebrate artist 
JMW Turner’s links with 
Margate has been delayed. 

This week it was announced that 
crucial funding has been secured, 
meaning work is set to begin in 
October on the £17.4 million Turner 
Contemporary. 

But Cllr Mike Eddy, leader of the 
Labour group on KCC, claimed 
council leader Paul Carter had 
accidentally “leaked” the fact it 
would not open until spring 2011 in 
his online blog. 

Cllr Eddy said KCC’s Towards 
2010 masterplan, which came out in 
2007, stated the Turner 
Contemporary would open in 2009. 

“Within months the target had 
changed to opening in 2010 and now

they’re talking about completion in 
2010 and opening in 2011,” he said. 

“None of these changes have been 
properly agreed, they’ve just slipped 
out accidentally. 

“This is no way to run a project of 
any size, let alone one that the 
Conservatives claim is key to 
Margate’s regeneration. We are all 
grateful to Cllr Carter for letting 
the truth leak out in his blog.” 

KCC admitted it had originally 
announced the project would be 
completed in 2009, but said that 
was revised to 2010. A spokes¬ 
woman said: “The project hasn’t 
been delayed and is on schedule.” 

Cllr Mike Hill, KCC’s cabinet 
member for community services, 


said: “In an early version of Towards 
2010 a completion date of 2009 was 
proposed. 

“This was revised to 2010, which 
has been publicised for years.” 

Plans to build a gallery in the sea 
were scrapped in 2006 after the esti¬ 
mated cost rose from £7m to nearly 
£50m. That year, Cllr Carter said a 
cap had been set on the cost of any 
new plans. He declared: “£15 million 
- not a penny more.” 

However, that has since risen to 
£17.4m. On Thursday, it was 
announced that Arts Council 
England and South East England 
Development Agency would provide 
£8.1m towards the cost of Turner 
Contemporary, which will be built 
on Margate’s seafront. 

The Turner Contemporary Art 
Trust has raised £14.5m and is con¬ 
fident of obtaining the other £2.9m 
from the private sector. 


Sexual health advice 
after infections rise 


A HOSPITAL trust has urged 
people in Medway to take respon¬ 
sibility for their sexual health. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust 
said the region had a higher than 
the national average rate of 
chlamydia, the most common sex¬ 
ually transmitted infection (STI), 
which can lead to infertility. 

The number of people with STIs 
has increased by 72 per cent in a 
decade. 


The trust has had an open-door 
policy at its sexual health clinic 
since 2006 and is now seeing 
record numbers of patients. 

Dr Chula Wijesurendra said: 
“People must take responsibility 
for their sexual health. We under¬ 
stand it can be embarrassing 
seeking advice or treatment for an 
infection, but the clinic treats 
every patient with sensitivity.” 

The clinic is open from 9am-4pm. 


OAP, 70, rescued from 
blaze at block of flats 


AN ELDERLY woman was res¬ 
cued by firefighters during a blaze 
at sheltered accommodation. 

Six fire engines were sent to 
Littlebrook Manor Way, Dartford, 
on Monday at 9.40pm after 
reports that someone was trapped 
in the three-storey block of flats. 

A woman aged about 70 was 


rescued from her flat, suffering 
from smoke inhalation. 

The ground floor and first floor 
were heavily smoke-logged and 
crews wearing breathing appara¬ 
tus carried out a full search. 
Everyone was accounted for. 

The fire is believed to have 
started accidentally.

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Survey ‘a vote of confidence’ in Mansion 


MORE than two-thirds of people who took 
part in an online survey support commercial 
passenger flights from Manston. 

The survey about services at Kent 
International Airport in Thanet was run in 
conjunction with KOS Media and completed 
by nearly 11,000 people. 

The results found that 71 per cent felt 
scheduled commercial air passenger flights 
from Manston were ‘Very important”. 

A further quarter of respondents said com¬ 
mercial flights were “somewhat important”, 
with 2.7 per cent considering them “not 
important at all”. 

When asked whether they would use a 


commercial air service from KIA, 85.9 per 
cent of people said it was ‘Very likely”, and 
10.7 per cent felt it was “somewhat likely”. 

In the past the airport has been hit by the 
collapse of Eujet, and the cancellation of a 
planned service to the United States. 

Kent Escapes currently runs charter 
flights to holiday destinations. 

KIA chief executive Matt Clarke said: 
“This is a vote of confidence in the airport 
and will boost our efforts to bring scheduled 


passenger services back to the county.” 

According to the survey, the time saving and 
location benefits were the top two advantages 
of the airport. And 72.5 per cent of the 10,673 
respondents said the return of passenger serv¬ 
ices would have local economic benefits. 

Airport owner Infratil was pleased more 
than a third of people would consider a £20 
premium for a return flight from KIA rather 
than travel to Gatwick, Heathrow or Stansted. 

Mr Clarke said: “Interestingly, 16 per cent 


said they would pay a premium in excess of 
£60 per round trip. 

“We believe Kent International has a major 
role to play in delivering passenger services 
to the South East. This was reinforced by the 
fact that more than three out of every four of 
respondents have been inconvenienced at 
London airports due to the distance, traffic, 
parking, queues and crowding. Later in the 
year we will present plans for the long-term 
future of Kent International.”

WOMEN in Kent are turning to 
trained non-medical 'birth bud¬ 
dies’ for emotional support and 
practical advice during and after 
their pregnancy. 

Health watchdog the Healthcare 
Commission’s recent report into maternity 
services nationally raised concerns about 
staff shortages, poor communication with 
mothers and a lack of continuity of care. 

Hospital trusts and primary care trusts 
have been urged by the commission to 
improve the quality of clinical care and treat¬ 
ment of pregnant women. 

Geraldine Watson, who works as a ‘doula’ 
birth buddy in East Kent, said the service 
was becoming increasingly popular because 
women were not getting support. 

Traumatic 

She said: ‘Women should know all their 
options and have the choices available put to 
them so they can make an educated judg¬ 
ment about the birth they would like to have. 

“It should be a great occasion but it is often 
traumatic and things happen that mum does 
not want to happen. 

“Doulas can act as an advocate between 
mum and the medical team because women 
are very vulnerable during labour and might 
not be in the right frame of mind to say what 
they want and have their voice heard.” 

A doula, which derives from a Greek word 
meaning ‘woman servant’ or ‘care-giver’, 
offers emotional and practical support to a 
woman, or couples, before, during and after 
childbirth. 

West Kent PCT is the only NHS body in 
the South to provide a doula service. 

It runs a postnatal doula project in 
Dartford and Gravesham, in partnership 
with local children’s centres, for women 
referred by midwives or health visitors. 

Esi Owusu-Ancomah, the PCT’s lead nurse 
for child and adolescent mental health serv¬ 
ices in the area, said: “The PCT see doulas as 
providing practical help and emotional sup¬ 
port so mums can focus on their baby. 


“Looking after things like the house work 
and providing a listening ear from an experi¬ 
enced mum can boost their confidence. 

“Our doulas receive training in postnatal 
depression and counselling and are able to 
know if someone may need extra support.” 

Research shows that a doula’s support can 
minimise or even prevent postnatal depres¬ 
sion. Women also experience shorter labours, 
lower rates of epidural use, caesareans and 
forceps deliveries. There is also evidence that 
suggests a smaller percentage of newborns 
experience foetal distress or are admitted to 
neonatal intensive care units. 

Mrs Watson, who lives in Birchington, is a 
member of Doula UK, a non-profit making 
organisation which provides training and 
acts as a professional body for private doulas. 

Doulas are also said to produce better 
breastfeeding results for their clients. 

‘We subscribe to the ‘breast is best’ philos¬ 
ophy but we are not there to judge,” said Mrs 
Watson. 

The Healthcare Commission’s report was 
based on a survey earlier this year of hospi¬ 
tal trusts. East Kent Hospitals Trust scored 
badly for postnatal care of women and 
babies, antenatal classes and infant feeding. 

However, it did score highly for birthing 
choice, even though other Trusts were criti¬ 
cised in the national report. 

Mrs Watson, who is in her 50s, said she 
became a doula after a mid-life career 
change because she wanted to help women 
have more positive birthing experiences. 

Her next step will be to set up a communi¬ 
ty project with help from voluntary agencies, 
she said. 

“In this part of Kent there are vulnerable 
groups such as teenage mums. I am working 
with different agencies trying to set some¬ 
thing up so vulnerable girls and women can 
get a full support system which may well 
include counselling, help with other children 
and help to get back into the workplace after 
giving birth,” she said.

SWALE council is run by a clique 
of senior officers who conspired to 
get the last chief executive 
sacked, an employment tribunal 
heard this week. 

That was the testimony of former head of 
human resources Janet Mason, who is pur¬ 
suing a claim of unfair dismissal, breach of 
contract and sex discrimination against the 
council. 

Mrs Mason, from Iwade, alleges she was 
fired last year because she refused to give 
details of her boss Mark Bilsborough’s con¬ 
tract to a group of senior officers trying to 
force out the council chief. 

Mrs Mason described to an employment 
tribunal in Ashford how she found herself in 
the middle of a battle between Mr 
Bilsborough, who planned to merge council 
departments, and senior officers worried 
they would be made redundant. After she 
refused to give them permission to look at Mr 


Bilsborough’s contract, she says they went 
through her files while she was on holiday. 

Mrs Mason said: “I made it plain I didn’t 
want to be part of their covert activities. After 
that I noticed other senior officers didn’t 
come near me. I felt on the periphery of an 
exclusive male club.” 

She said some senior officers were con¬ 
stantly looking for “fresh dirt” to throw at Mr 
Bilsborough. 

“There was a concerted effort to oust him 
from his post,” she added. 

Such was the pressure, Mrs Mason felt 
physically sick before coming to work. 

She said: “I found myself in tears and I 
wasn’t functioning properly at home. I felt I 
was being set up and hung out to dry. I felt 
certain people were just waiting to pounce on 
me. Their dislike of the chief executive was 
all too apparent.” 

She told the tribunal she had worked at 
Swale council for more than 20 years, but in 
the last three months of her time there felt 
under constant stress. Mrs Mason said she 


was left out of conversations. Some officers and 
councillors used to ogle female employees, she 
added. Women staff stopped wearing clothes they 
thought might be too revealing, as they were con¬ 
stantly being stared at. Mrs Mason said: “They 
constantly used sexual innuendo.” 

Mr Bilsborough was suspended on full pay 
while on holiday in December, 2006. He was put 
on gardening leave until April this year, when a 
closed meeting of the council sacked him. Mrs 
Mason was suspended in January, 2007. The tri¬ 
bunal was adjourned until October 8.

A wealth of 

Site of Roman villa reopened 
after a £1,3m refurbishment

ONE of the country's most impor¬ 
tant Roman archaeological sites 
has opened to the public after a 
£1.3 million refurbishment. 

Visitors to Lullingstone villa, near Eynsford, 
will now have the chance to view 240 rare and 
fragile artefacts, many of which have not been 


seen since the site was excavated in the late 
1940s. Lord Sandy Bruce-Lockhart, chairman 
of English Heritage, was at the reopening of 
the villa, in the heart of the Kent countryside, 
on Wednesday. 

“English Heritage has 400 sites across the 
country and can only invest in a handful a 
year and we just felt that this one had such 
huge potential,” he said. 

“It is a first century Roman site occupied 
by one rather prosperous Roman family 
for 300 years and you can see how that

Trader stung by a goldfish 


A LICENSING sting involving a goldfish 
has led to a man being disqualified from 
keeping a pet shop for three years. 

Gary Dean Curtis of Eastchurch Road, 
Margate, pleaded guilty at the town’s mag¬ 
istrates’ court to running a pet shop with¬ 
out a licence. 

Curtis had run Birds For You, in 
Northdown Road, Cliftonville, for years 
with a licence issued by Thanet council, 
that was renewed annually. 

The licence expired on December 31, 
2007, and renewal information was sent out 
in October 2007, followed by two reminder 
letters in January. The licence, which costs 


£173, plus a vet’s fee of £98, ensures the 
premises are suitable and the animals are 
being properly cared for. In May, a licensing 
officer saw pets on display in the premises. 

Curtis was again informed of the penal¬ 
ties should the licence not be renewed. 
Later that month a licensing officer again 
went to the shop and found budgies, cock- 
atiels, gerbils, rabbits and fish on display. 

She told Curtis that she wanted to buy a 
goldfish and was sold one for £3.50. She was 
also told a rabbit would cost £15. 

As well as being disqualified from keep¬ 
ing a pet shop for three years, Curtis was 
fined £150 and ordered to pay £120 costs.

Lord Bruce-Lockhart, a for¬ 
mer leader of Kent County 
Council, said the villa looked 
“terrific” after its year-long 
revamp, with additions includ¬ 
ing a new roof, tea room, shop 
and improved access. 

Work at the site also includes 
interpretation panels featuring 
a series of illustrations by 
award-winning children’s 
author Jane Ray to explain the 
occupation to younger visitors. 

A sound and light show is 
used to tell of the villa’s history, 
which highlights the different 
rooms including the bath suite, 
triclinium or dining room, and a 
fourth century mosaic floor 
depicting scenes from ancient 
mythology. 

Among the artefacts on dis¬ 
play are grave goods from a 
mausoleum containing the 
remains of a man and a woman 
who died in their mid-20s. 

‘They are absolutely wonderful 
artefacts,” Lord Bruce-Lockhart 
said. “There is jewellery worn by 
the people living in the house, 
games played in the house and 
skeletons - there really is some¬ 
thing for everybody.” 

He said the refurbishment 
would help visitors to picture 
what life was really like for the 
villa’s inhabitants. 

Objects buried with the couple 
include 30 gaming counters said 
to be placed with the body for 
entertainment during the jour¬ 
ney to the afterlife. 

Experts believe the head 
carved into the bone of the 
man’s coffin could represent the 
snake-haired gorgon Medusa, 
whose blood was used to revive 
the dead in Greek mythology. 

Animal remains on display 
include two geese that are 
thought to have been sacrificed 
at the winter solstice to encour¬ 
age the gods to speed up the 
return of summer. Lullingstone 
was a prosperous farm and went 
through four stages of develop¬ 
ment before being abandoned in 
the fifth century. 

English Heritage said it shows 
some of the best evidence of the

country’s transition from pagan 
to Christian beliefs with a 
house-church, which displays a 
cross-shaped chi-rho - one of the 
oldest early Christian symbols 
ever discovered in Britain. 

The same church is directly 
above a cult room containing a 
painted scene of water nymphs 
for pagan worship, showing the 
family worshipped other gods at 
the same time as beginning to 
embrace Christian beliefs. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart said: 
“The displays are very modem 
and beautifully done. Kent 
should be very proud.” 

Dr Tony Rook, an archaeolo¬ 
gist, author and director of the 
Roman Building Trust, worked 
at the site as a schoolboy when 
excavations began in 1949. 

“I used to cycle from 
Sevenoaks and from time to 
time my father would collect me 
and my bike. As a result he 
started to get interested. 

“As an artist, he began doing 
drawings of our discoveries. 
When my father retired my 
parents became the site’s first 
custodians.” 

Dr Rook was among several 
original excavators working on 
the refurbishment.

Caribbean dream 
became Marc’s 
holiday from hell 

^ gastric illness during his Caribbean holiday 



A DREAM holiday in the 
Dominican Republic turned into a 
nightmare for a man who has just 
won compensation from the travel 
company. 

Marc Stringer was looking forward to two 
weeks in the Caribbean, but spent most of it 
flat on his back with a severe gastric illness. 

He has just won almost £6,000 as compensa¬ 
tion for the appalling £600 holiday. 

Mr Stringer was with a girlfriend for the 
trip, in April, 2005, but has since broken up 
with her. 

He said: “I was really looking forward to the 
holiday. It was supposed to a dream for us 
both, but soon after we got to the three-star 
hotel it was clear this was not going to be fun. 

“The restaurant was open at the sides and 
there were so many flies it was disgusting.

Then there were birds flying around, taking 
food from the plates and dishes. 

“I am sure there must have been bird mess 
in some of the food because there were so 
many of them.” 

He won the damages for the gastric illness 
he contracted. 

“I had to spend a day at a medical unit on a 
drip because I was so dehydrated. I had only 
been there three days,” said Mr Stringer, from 
Deal, who was visiting the Paraiso Del Sol 
Resort. 

He had severe diarrhoea and stomach 
cramps which confined him to his room for 
most of the holiday. 

“The moment we went into the room there 
were cockroaches,” he said. “I should have 


turned round then, but we thought we would 
make the most of it. The place was disgusting. 

“I tried to get us home by going to the airport 
in the second week, when I was just about 
strong enough to move again, and waited all 
day for the first available flight. But the 
weather was so bad hardly any planes were 
moving. 

“At that stage I was willing to pay anything 
to get off the island. I was still ill and even 
when I got back to the UK I was being treated 
regularly for about 18 months.” 

Tour operator My Travel admitted liability 
following a group claim by solicitors Irwin 
Mitchell acting on behalf of 69 holidaymakers 
who also suffered gastric illness while staying 
at the hotel during the same period. 

Mr Stringer settled his claim for compensa¬ 
tion against My Travel for £5,925. 

Elizabeth Tetzner, of the travel law team at 


Irwin Mitchell, who represented Mr Stringer 
said: “This is an excellent result. 

“Every year we act for people who have been 
on holiday and who have suffered illness. 
Often these illnesses can have a long-term and 
serious impact on health. 

“We hope taking legal action reduces the 
chances of these types of outbreak, as cruise 
liners, hotels and tour operators realise the 
consequences of not adhering to the most basic 
levels of hygiene.” 

My Travel is now part of Thomas Cook. In a 
statement, the company said: “Thomas Cook 
takes all reports of illness very seriously. The 
company can confirm it has been working with 
Mr Stringer’s solicitors regarding their case 
and an agreed settlement has been reached.”

New partnership 
refloats plans for 
offshore wind farm 


TWO giant energy firms have res¬ 
cued the proposed London Array 
wind farm set to be built off the 
Thanet coast, writes Erica Jones. 

The £1.5 billion scheme was in danger 
after Shell pulled out of the project in May. 

But now E.ON and Danish firm Dong 
Energy have become 50-50 partners in the 
farm after buying out Shell’s stake for an 
undisclosed sum. The first phase should be 
completed by the end of 2012, subject to 
seeming a number of contracts, such as 
those for the wind turbines. 

E.ON UK chief executive Dr Paul Golby: 
“We believe that offshore schemes such as 
this have an important part to play as we 
look to ensure security of supply for the UK, 
reduce carbon emissions and keep energy 
as affordable as possible for our customers.” 

The London Array scheme will see more 
than 270 giant wind turbines installed 12 
miles off the Thanet coast. 

Shell is leaving its staff on the project 
until the end of the year to enable a smooth 
handover. 

Thanet South MP Stephen Ladyman 
said: “This is great news for the planet and 
great news for Thanet. 

“London Array could produce enough 
clean energy to supply a substantial part of 
London and the South East and a signifi¬ 
cant number of jobs in east Kent. 

“Personally, I am still very angry about 
Shell’s decision and haven’t used a Shell

station since they announced they were 
pulling out. I congratulate E.ON and Dong 
for understanding the importance of cut¬ 
ting C02 emissions and appreciating the 
opportunity that the London Array offers. 
Well done them.” 

News of the takeover was welcomed by 
the Secretary of State for Energy, John 
Hutton, who said: “It is great news that 
E.ON and Dong will be taking this exciting 
project forward together. 

“It will play an important role in our ambi¬ 
tion to dramatically increase the amount of 
energy we get from renewable sources. 

“This is further evidence the incentives 
we have introduced have made the UK one 
of the most attractive places in the world to 
invest in offshore wind.”

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Artists hold fundraiser for 
church mural’s salvation 


AN ART festival featuring 
the work of several prominent 
and prolific Kent artists is 
being held to raise money for 
the restoration of a mural in a 
village church, writes Jenna 
Pudelek. 

The 13th century St Cosmas and St 
Damian Church in Challock, near 
Ashford, was badly damaged during 
World War Two, leading to major renova¬ 
tion works and the creation of a series of 
murals for which it is now famed. 

Puff Miller-Thomas, one of the organis¬ 
ers of the festival, said: “The murals 
were painted in the 1950s to celebrate 
the restoration of the whole church and 
the Lady Chapel mural was commis¬ 
sioned to show the lives of our saints.” 

She said the church was to be left as a 
ruin after the war but luckily, despite the 
economic hardships of the times, dam¬ 
ages were received so it could be restored. 

The church is now celebrated for its 
combination of modem art and surviv¬ 
ing ancient structures, she said. 

Mrs Miller-Thomas, who runs the 
nearby Beech Court Gardens along with 


her brother, the estate owner, Vyvyan 
Harmsworth, told how Rosemary 
Aldridge and Doreen Lister won a com¬ 
petition held at the Royal Academy of 
Art in London and began painting the 
murals in 1953. 

Damp 

Mr Harmsworth’s second cousin is 
Viscount Rothermere, chairman of the 
Daily Mail and General Trust family of 
newspapers. 

The patron saints Cosmas and 
Damian, who were Christian doctors 
and vets in 4th century Syria, were 
painted in a medieval style, but have suf¬ 
fered damage from damp which will cost 
an estimated £20,000 to repair, she said. 


In 1956 the murals inspired artists 
John Ward, of Bilting Court near 
Ashford, and Gordon Davies, who lived 
in Hastingleigh, created further works 
depicting scenes from the life of Christ. 

Work by the late Ward, a celebrated 
portrait artist, and Davies will be avail¬ 
able to buy at the festival which is being 
held this weekend. 

“This is the start of the fundraising,” 
Mrs Miller-Thomas said. “Challock is full 
of amazing artists and we have 120 
painting coming into the church. Another 
artist and great friend of the church John 
Doyle has also put in three paintings.” 

Visitors and collectors will also have 
the chance to win one of the Davies 
paintings in a raffle.

Mole in the hole 


The climate’s changing 
and so are we! 


There’s a new creature among the fleet of vehicles 
being used by Kent Highway Services to repair 
Kent’s roads. The ‘mole in the hole’ is a new 
vehicle dedicated to repairing potholes and 
carrying out small patching works. 

The vehicle is currently being trialled but it’s hoped 
that this ‘one-stop shop’ will allow us to carry out 
this type of work much more efficiently because 
it is a complete patch and repair system on a 
single vehicle. 

With the other vehicles on our fleet, a compressor 
to dig up the damaged road surface must be 
towed to the site and then the crew need to make 
a return trip to our depot to tow temporary traffic 
signals. With the ‘mole in the hole’ a built-in 
compressor on the side of the vehicle means 


that traffic signals can be towed at the same 
time and only one trip is necessary. 

Another key feature is the ‘warm box’ on board 
that keeps the new material warm and useable 
all day, so we don’t waste time collecting a fresh 
batch of material in the afternoon. 

Time is also saved by a self-loading bucket. 
Previously, debris from the works had to be 
shovelled into buckets by hand, but the new 
vehicle allows debris to be loaded into a bucket 
by wheelbarrow, which then self-loads onto 
the vehicle. 

We’re just trialling the vehicle at the 
moment, but if it proves to be a success, 
you could be seeing a ‘mole in the hole’ 
near you!

Key objectives for us are to 
reduce flooding in vulnerable areas, adapt road 
surfacing to withstand hotter, drier weather and 
create corridors for species movement to help 
maintain biodiversity and establish connections 
to green spaces. We will also be using a carbon 
calculator to understand and reduce the CO 2 
produced by construction materials.

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D yslexic author stars in TV series and tells of a life of struggle 


Show of grit 
after years 
in the sand

A DYSLEXIC businessman 
has revealed that he was 
left suicidal by constant 
taunts that he was “thick” 
and “stupid”. 

But John Tipping, who has never 
been able to read or write, has beat¬ 
en his low self-esteem, become a suc¬ 
cessful entrepreneur and now wants 
to inspire others to get the most out 
of life. 

The 42-year-old, who lives near 
Dover, said: “I have suffered lots of 
depression. I am by no means having 
a go at teachers, but some of them 
were too busy with the others and I 
was pushed to the back. 

“I have been told by teachers and 
employers that I am stupid. They 
say, ‘Surely you can do that, you must 
be really thick’. 

“After a while you start believing it, 
your confidence goes and then the 
depression starts. 

“There were times, for a split sec¬ 
ond, when I wanted it all to stop. I did 
not want the pain.” 

With the support of a ghost writer, 
Mr Tipping has turned author and 
given an insight into living with pro¬ 
found dyslexia in his book, Go Play in 
the Sand, John. 

“It starts when I was about three,” 
he said. “I had problem being able to 
talk. When I was trying to get words 
out, I used to clench my fists in frus¬ 
tration so hard that my fingernails 
would go into my hands and they 
would bleed. 

“But the teacher would only tell me 
to ‘Go play in the sand’.”

Mr Tipping also hopes his role in a 
three-part Channel 4 documentary, 
which started on Monday, called 
Can’t Read, Can’t Write, will raise 
further awareness about learning 
difficulties. 

He was diagnosed with dyslexia at 
14, which meant with only two years 
left in education he ended up with no 
qualifications and illiterate. 

“In those days you were not 
allowed help with reading exam 
papers so you could pass,” he said. 

“My careers teacher told me that I 
might as well go straight to the dole 
queue because I would never get a 
job. Ironically, I’ve never been 
unemployed.” 

Asked whether he thought atti¬ 
tudes towards people with dyslexia 
had changed, he said: “Some people 
still say to me, the last time was just 
three weeks ago, ‘I think you’re lazy 

- if you wanted to read or write you 
could’. And it’s been recognised as a 
disability.” 

Mr Tipping, who said he set up his 
own business because no-one would 
give him a chance to “rise up the 
ranks” because of his dyslexia, runs a 
growing company that fits insulating 
film on windows. 

He uses computer software that 
reads and writes documents, he said. 
“I do all my own invoicing and send 
my own emails now. It takes a long 
time but it means I am independent. 
I was 37 before I sent my first email 

- it was an amazing moment.” 


His wife Jill, 46, has been hugely 
supportive, he said. 

She said: “I did not know what 
dyslexia was when we met 12 years 
ago. It has been a big learning curve 
for me since. I have learned things, 
reading John’s book, that I did not 
know about him. It explains so well 
what life is like through his eyes.” 

A session with a US lifestyle guru 
sparked Mr Tipping’s “awakening” 
five years ago, he said. 

He told how he recognised for the 
first time how much he had already 
achieved despite having dyslexia. 

He said: “Sir Richard Branson is 
dyslexic, I don’t know how badly, but 
he is my hero. When you cannot read 
or write you have to think outside 
the box and come up with different 
ideas to be able to live a normal life.” 

The Channel 4 show sees Phil 
Beadle, “Britain’s most famous 
teacher”, use various devices and 
methods to try to get the nine adults 
reading and writing. 

Mr Tipping said of his experience: 
“It was amazing. I saw a lady, who 
was 58 and had never been able to 
read or write, learn within six weeks. 
It was very emotional.” 

Although the learning techniques 
did not work for him, he added: “I 
think there is something out there 
that will unlock my potential, but I 
just have not found it yet.” 

His book, which costs £8.99 from 
Kavanagh Tipping Publishing, is 
available in Waterstone’s and online 
at Amazon.

AN AUTHOR is heading for the 
best-sellers list almost by com¬ 
plete accident.

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A MEDIA clean-up campaigner 
has written to the Prime Minister 
demanding he do more to keep 
violence off our screens. 

But it seems the Government doesn’t want 
to know and said the issue is one for the TV 
companies. 

John Beyer welcomed Gordon Brown’s 
stance on fighting knife crime, but he was 
frustrated broadcasters still seem to be 
allowed to show scenes of violence. 

Mr Beyer said he is convinced these scenes 
encourage them to commit crimes and carry 
out knife attacks. 

The director of MediaWatch, which is 
based in Ashford, said: “The current spate of 
fatal stabbings requires radical and ‘joined- 
up’, action by the Government. 

“There is mounting public alarm at what is 
happening on our streets, but no-one from 
the film, broadcasting or gaming industries 
has yet undertaken to reduce the portrayal of 
violence in the media. 

“The harmful influence of violence in the 
media, which contributes significantly to the 
problem of social violence and aggressive

behaviour, cannot continue to be ignored.” 

He said the situation had become so bad he 
was forced to write to Downing Street. 

In the letter he said: “We have been 
impressed with your determination to deal 
with the very serious matter of knife crime 
and we note the Government has recently 
launched an advertising campaign targeted 
at young people showing real knife wounds in 
an effort to discourage the carrying of knives. 

“Along with the introduction of more severe 
penalties, we note some commentators have 
called for a change of attitude and culture as 
well. You will not be surprised to know that 


we believe it is the latter that is arguably the 
most important. 

“It is crucial to stop the portrayal of knife 
use in film and television programmes. We 
have monitored and analysed the content of 
more than 1,000 films shown on television 
over a 12-year period. 

Commitment 

“The most frequently portrayed violence 
involves firearms, but violence involving 
knives is common as well in films such as 
The Hunted, Hard Target and From Dusk 
Till Dawn, that are regularly repeated.

“In January, Jay Brown, a 13-year-old boy 
was shown being stabbed in EastEnders. 

“This is the second such incident in recent 
months. The BBC’s attitude to more than 
200 complaints was to justify the incident 
because of the corporation’s commitment to 
Tackling difficult issues’. 

“It is hard to reconcile such an incident 
with Ofcom’s Broadcasting Code, which 
states that programmes ‘must not include 
material that condones or glamorises dan¬ 
gerous or seriously anti-social behaviour’.” 

MediaWatch was founded in the 60s by the 
late Mary Whitehouse CBE, and campaigns for 
decency and accountability in the media. 

Downing Street said it was a matter 
for the Home Office to comment on, yet 
the Home Office would only say it was a 
matter for the media companies and did 
not wish to comment further on 
MediaWatch’s demands, or the letter to 
the Prime Minster. 

Told about the Government’s lack of 
interest, Mr Beyer said: “I am not sur¬ 
prised. The Government always says it is 
down to Ofcom, but how bad does it have 
to get before something is done?” 

The BBC was more forthcoming. 

It said: “The BBC takes the portrayal of 
violence, and viewers’ concerns about it, 
very seriously. There are clear editorial 
guidelines about the use and portrayal of 
violence which all programmes must 
adhere to and the BBC carefully consid¬ 
ers whether a programme is appropriate 
for its given time slot.” 

And an ITV spokesman said: “We 
endeavour to make programmes that 
are engaging and entertaining whilst 
reflecting the society we live in and in 
doing so ensure that all our content 
adheres strictly to the regulatory guide¬ 
lines set down by Ofcom.” 

Ofcom said: “All TV and radio broad¬ 
casters need to adhere to Ofcom’s 
Broadcasting Code, which states that Vio¬ 
lence, its after-effects and descriptions of 
violence’ must be limited before the 
watershed, and must also be justified by 
context. Ofcom takes these issues serious¬ 
ly and will continue to take action against 
broadcasters found breaking the rules.”

MOTORBIKE champion James 
Whitham had many near misses 
on the track, but his battle with 
cancer was the closest scrape of all. 

The former British and World Superbike star 
was at the height of his game when he was 
diagnosed with Hodgkin’s Disease in 1995. 

Aged just 29, the Yorkshireman was facing a 
life-threatening illness, but the following year 
he was in remission and back on two wheels. 

“As important as racing was, it became sec¬ 
ond to the fact that I wanted to live through 
it,” he told KOS Media. 

“If someone had said ‘you can live, but you 
have to pack in racing’, obviously I would 
choose to live. But I knew in my heart that if 
I got fully fit, I would want to go back to it.” 

Whitham tells his remarkable story in his 
new autobiography, What A Good Do! 

The title refers to the extraordinary 
achievements and experiences of his career, 
including three British titles. 

Choosing a particular highlight proved 
impossible for the married father-of-one. 

“It was difficult to narrow it down because I 
met that many people and did so much in an 
interesting sport,” he said.

“They (the publishers) said they wanted 
120,000 words and I thought‘there’s no chance’, 
but now it’s probably half of what it could be.” 
Growing up on the Yorkshire Moors with a 


father who was in the motor trade, Whitham 
got his first motorbike at the age of six. 

At 16 he embarked on his racing career with 
his father’s financial backing. 

“Dad had a few quid, but he was very tight 
and would turn off lights in empty rooms,” 
Whitham said. 

“But he would do whatever it took for other 
things if he thought it was worth it.” 

Whitham soon repaid his father’s confi¬ 
dence by launching a stellar career, but it was 
not without its risks. 

“It’s a sport where broken wrists, ankles 
and collarbones are par for the course and I 
approach it with the attitude ‘if you don’t ever 
want to fall off a bike, don’t do it’,” he said. 

However, being struck down by lymphatic 
cancer was not something Whitham had ever 
expected. 

“I always accepted a certain risk as part of 
the sport, then this illness sneaks up for no 
reason and nearly kills me,” he said. 

“Racing is a calculated, acceptable risk 
whereas cancer is a bit unfair.” 

Whitham retired in 2003 and now works as 
a motorsport commentator and test rider for 
motorbike magazine Two.

Papers reveal a 
two-year delay 
to work on A21 

LONG-AWAITED improvements to a 
congested stretch of road in west Kent have 
been delayed for two years. 

MPs and council bosses met on Monday 
to plan the next stages of their campaign 
for the dualling of the A21 between 
Tonbridge and Pembury and Kippings 
Cross and Lamberhurst, which was due to 
be completed in 2010-11. 

Greg Clark, the Conservative MP for 
Tunbridge Wells chaired the meeting. 

He said: “A document slipped out without 
any explanation by the Department for 
Transport, admitting that the timescale for 
dualling the A21 had been put back by at 
least two years. 

“Urgent action is now required by the 
transport minister. It is completely unac¬ 
ceptable that the Government seems to be 
trying to further delay this vital work.” 

He said improvements were critical 
because of current delays for motorists as 
well as for access to the new Pembury 
Hospital, which opens in 2011.

Killer brought 
to justice after 
years on run 

A MAN has admitted his part in 
the frenzied murder of a father-of- 
three. 

Kamaljit Kalon was stabbed more than 40 
times on July 10, 2003, in Gordon Promenade, 

Gravesend. 

Guljinder Singh Gurewal, aged 33 and of no 
fixed address, was charged with murder on 
December 21, 2007, and on Tuesday was 
brought to justice more than five years after 
going on the run. The killer will be sentenced 
on September 5. 

Mr Kalon, known as Bobby, was 31. He had 
gone to Gravesend from his home in Sidcup for a 
pre-arranged meeting with Gurewal and anoth¬ 
er man. He left behind widow Ravinder, to 


whom he had been married for two years, and 
her three children by a previous marriage. 

Police are still looking for another man, 
Baljinder Singh Kooner, who they believe may 
have information which could help the investi¬ 
gation, which remains open. Det Supt Anne 
Brittain, who led the murder 
inquiry, said: “This case shows 
how committed and relentless 
we are in tracking down those 
who commit these horren¬ 
dous crimes. One man is in 
prison having been brought to 
account. The file will not 
close, the case will remain 
open until all those responsi¬ 
ble are brought to justice.”

" CANTERBURY 
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Memorial is a salute 
to unsung Great War 
fighter ace ‘Mick’

THE life of Britain’s top fighter 
ace - who shot down more than 
60 enemy planes during World 
War One - is being celebrated on 
the 90th anniversary of his death. 

Major Edward Corringham ‘Mick’ 
Mannock, who was brought up in 
Canterbury, claimed the most air combat vic¬ 
tims of the Allied forces, but remains lesser 
known than his infamous German counter¬ 
part Baron Manfred Von Richthofen, 
known as the Red Baron. 

Saturday, July 26, marks the anniver¬ 
sary of his death and an event is being 
held in the city to commemorate his 
remarkable achievements which include 
being awarded the Victoria Cross 
posthumously for his valour. 

Martin Crowther, spokesman for the 
event at West Gate Towers, said: “As well 
as talking about Major Mannock we will 
be looking at what Canterbury was like 
during World War One, such as the 
bombing raids. 

“It saw bombs dropped by both 
German Zeppelins and Gotha bombers. 

“A selection of objects from the muse¬ 
um collection will be available for people 
to see or handle including a German 
incendiary bomb, and a propeller frag¬ 
ment from a Gotha bomber brought 
down at Folly Farm just outside the city.” 

At the outbreak of the Great War 
Major Mannock was working in Turkey 
and was held as a prisoner of war before 
being released back to Britain in a pris¬ 
oner exchange, he said. 

He ended up on the Western Front serv¬ 
ing with the Royal Engineers but, Mr 
Crowther said, he hated all the hanging 
around and, craving action, joined the 
Royal Flying Corps. 

Legend has it that Major Mannock shot 
down up to 73 enemy planes and the 
number of confirmed kills is 61, a 
remarkable tally for a pilot who was 
almost blind in one eye. 

“One account I’ve read said when he 
went to get his eyes tested he was first and 
managed to get and memorise the eye 
chart before his test,” Mr Crowther said. 

“When he entered service the average 
life expectancy was three weeks because 
as a novice pilot they were incredibly 
likely to be shot down. 

“They were sent up with a minimal 
training of around 20-30 hours. 

“Because he became so experienced, 
very quickly he ended up taking on a 
leadership role and helped train novice 
pilots on how to survive.”

Major Mannock, who was 35 when he was 
killed by ground fire in 1918 just before the 
end of the war, died going against one of his 
own famous rules of fighter piloting. 

Mr Crowther said: “He always said if you 
shoot never follow it down to see if you can 
finish it off because there was a high possibil¬ 
ity you might get hit by ground fire.” 


But the fighter ace went against his own 
advice and was killed near Lestram in France. 

On Saturday at 11am a separate memorial 
is being held at Canterbury Cathedral where 
there is a plaque in his memory to mark his fife 
and unsurpassed success in the air battles of 
the Great War. 

The museum event takes place between 
llam-3pm and displays information about 
his life in Canterbury and the war. Children 
will have the chance to make a junk model 
mobile of one of his planes.

World-class care 

CAN NHS commissioners in Kent provide 
world-class healthcare by 2014? 

The 150 primary care trusts (PCTs) 
across the country have been told they 
must, or face tough penalties under the 
Department of Health’s latest drive to 
improve the quality of care patients receive. 

World Class Commissioning, when 
stripped of its often inaccessible NHS 
jargon, is an exciting development because 
PCTs will be scrutinised on how well they 
know their population, and for patients 
that can only be a good thing. 

PCTs commission services from a range 
of providers including hospital trusts, the 
voluntary sector, dentists and GPs. 

As the chief executive of Eastern and 
Coastal Kent PCT points out, these con¬ 
tracts have often been allowed to continue 
without much assessing of local need. Now, 
the trusts will have to step up their game. 

If the three PCTs across Kent and 
Medway progress through the programme 
as expected, patients should see their 
healthcare tailored towards their needs 
and more accessible than ever before. 

In 2000, the World Health Organisation 
rated global health systems for the first time. 
France and Italy topped the table - the UK 
was 18th and the US was 37th. 

Perhaps the next analysis will see our 
NHS start to realise its full potential.

Eat to the beat 


Drummer Huw Arnold of punk 
band Los Salvadores isn’t 

sur p rised bv the study that 
found rock drummers are as 

fit as Premiership footballers 


DRUMMERS have long 
been the butt of jokes, 
mostly at the hands of 
other musicians. 

But now someone has dispelled 
the myth that drummers are all 
lazy, reckless hooligans, and 
what’s more, we have scientific 
proof. 

A study carried out by Dr 
Marcus Smith, from Chichester 
University, on Blondie drummer 
Clem Burke, found 90 minutes of 
drumming burned between 400 
and 600 calories and raised his 
heart rate to 190 beats a minute. 

The good doctor, a sports scien¬ 
tist, said Burke could be com¬ 
pared to an Olympic athlete. 

While it’s hard to see The Who’s 
Keith Moon and Led Zep’s John 
Bonham in the same league as Sir 
Steve Redgrave, it’s good to know 
something I enjoy and hope to 
make a career out of is good for 
me, but it seems pretty obvious. 

If you are doing something that 
intense for that amount of time 
it’s not going to make you less 
healthy. 

Even 10 minutes of rock drum¬ 
ming makes you out of breath. 
You are using all your limbs at 
once, often as quickly as possible. 

It also depends a lot on what 
style you are playing. If you’re 
playing an hour of metal, you will 
bum more calories than an hour 
of jazz. 

Fast double bass drum - where 
you use linked pedals to create a 
continuous 'blast beat’ - is similar 
in activity to jogging on the spot. 

Through July we’ve been play¬ 


ing a series of dates for the BBC, 
so we’re averaging three shows a 
week at the moment. 

But even on tour when we play 
every night, staying fit hasn’t 
been much of a problem. I tend to 
be fine; even if the rest of the band 
does get sick, I’m normally OK, 
maybe because drumming keeps 
me healthier. 

However, drumming is very 
physically demanding. Blisters 
can be disastrous, but you build 
up thick calluses which help. 

I’ve cut myself on cymbals 
before and covered the kit in 
blood, but if you do injure yourself, 
you have to grin and bear it. You 
can’t stop in the middle and com¬ 
plain as that would screw every¬ 
thing up. It’s about drumming 
through the pain. 

Playing festivals can be a chal¬ 


lenge as you are sleeping in a tent 
on the ground - we don’t have a 
tour bus or a masseuse like Clem 
Burke. This can leave you a bit 
stiff in the morning but you just 
have to get on with it. 

The study also mentioned that 
drumming could be used as an 
alternative for kids who don’t like 
sport. 

I’m not so sure. It’s a good idea, 
but I have visions of a big room 
full of kids playing drums really 
badly. Anything that gets children 
to exercise is beneficial, but to 
play drums properly you need to 
love music, and respect the drums 
as a musical instrument - not just 
use it as an exercise bike. 

This is not to say you don’t get 
fat drummers; you do, lots of 
them. Drumming won’t help you 
lose weight on its own, but it won’t

make you less fit. It’s going to be 
down to diet as well, which for 
most bands in general is pretty 
unhealthy 

I ride my bike a lot, but I don’t 
do any other exercise apart from 
drumming and I’m not fat. I don’t 
really eat healthily, but I don’t eat 
fast food or processed food, I 
always cook for myself with good 
ingredients and I don’t eat need¬ 
lessly. And I always drink a lot of 
water. 

Drumming probably keeps most 
drummers on the cusp of healthi¬ 
ness. It gives us another string to 
our bow in the face of the 
inevitable jokes. 

Here are some of the ‘funniest’: 

• What do you call someone who 
hangs around with musicians? A 
drummer. 

• What do you call a drummer 
without a girlfriend? Homeless. 

• How do you tell if the stage is 
level? The drummer is drooling 
from both sides of his mouth.

Pupils are being failed 

Dave Stewart (Letters, July 13) denies that 
Kent has any educational failings and asks 
for a definition of a “second class” school. 

I agree with him that Ed Balls was wrong 
to brand so many Kent schools as failures. 

Of course, if Mr Balls is wrong it would be 
fraud to accept the £20 million that he is 
about to pump into Kent to rescue the 
“failing” schools. I wonder if Dave Stewart 
and Peter Read agree with that. 

But there are serious failings in Kent 
education. Children of average ability are 
capable of getting five or more good GCSEs, 
but far too many find themselves in schools 


where only a handful are likely to achieve 
this. The peer pressure on such children is 
uniformly downward and while some can 
resist, many cannot. I suspect that what Mr 
Balls actually meant is that no school can do 
right by the average child if less than 30 per 
cent have the potential and the attitude to 
achieve decent qualifications. 

If that is what he meant, he is right and we 
should keep the £20 million and use it wisely. 
KCC maintains that in the next couple of 
years nearly all these schools will pass the 30 
per cent barrier. I hope it is right and I am 
sure Mr Read has done the calculations. The 
average GCSE pass rate for Kent would have 
to rise by 10-15 per cent or more in just a 
couple of years. That is pie in the sky.

The truth about lying 

Nicole Tovey writes about job applicants who 
lie on their CVs (Business pages, July 20). 

I do not condone such activities and believe 
The Apprentice television show sends out the 
wrong message. However, this is only half the 
story. I know of employers who have lied or 
were economical with the truth when 
interviewing candidates. 

When I left school I the 1950s I was offered 
a position as a clerk, with an office to myself. 

However, on my first day I was directed to 
the print room to do a very messy job. 

As a green 15-year-old, it took me weeks to 
gather the courage to complain and I was 
transferred to a more acceptable job, 
although not the one I had originally been 
offered. To add insult to injury, the lad who 
was given this job was paid five shillings 
(25p) a week more than I was. 

Many years later, as an executive, I 
accepted an apparently challenging middle 
management position in a new company 
which had been established after a series of 
takeovers. I thoroughly researched the 
companies’ backgrounds, asked all the right 
questions and received apparently 
satisfactory assurances. 

Nonetheless, on my first day I found that 
between the period of notice with my 
previous employer and my starting date, 
several members of my expected team had 
been made redundant, those that were left 
were less experienced (and less well paid) 
and a policy of no new recruitment or 
replacement of leavers put in place. 

Very much a case of being expected to make 
bricks without straw, but by hard work and 
on-the-job training we succeeded, building up 
the team, increasing profits and efficiency 
year on year for the next decade. 

Unlike the employer, who, as Nicole 
explained, has a range of options to deal with 
job applicants who have not told the truth, 
the position of a new employee who has been 
misled is much more difficult. It is likely he 
or she will have burned their bridges and 


cannot return to their previous job. The state 
of the employment market may well mean 
leaving is not an option. Recourse to law or a 
tribunal, except in high-profile cases of clear 
discrimination, is not easy and will at best 
sour relations and quite possibly leave a 
black mark against future prospects. 

And while employers’ representatives may 
claim it is not in their interests to have an 
unhappy employee, in reality once you are on 
board this may well not be the case. 

Other areas where I have known 
prospective employers to fall short of 
expectations include, not implementing plans 
to develop the business, either directly or 
indirectly not honouring salary and/or bonus 
promises, having an approach to client 
service below that expected, failing to 
mention relocation or takeover plans or 
intended changes in the job specification. 

It would be interesting to hear your 
readers’ experiences of having been misled by 
employers at interview.

Hold your horses, KCC 

I see senior members of Kent County Council 
are lobbying for a massive reproduction of 
the traditional Kent Invicta symbol to be 
erected at Ebbsfleet. 

I agree that Mark 
Wallinger’s 
exaggerated but 
otherwise lifelike 
model of a horse 
seems to have 
only contrived 
links to Ebbsfleet 
in particular and 
Kent in general. 

Before any of the 
official nominations had been published, I 
had sketched a possible reinterpretation of 
the white horse emblem, which draws on the 
deeper roots of the simple and stylised 
images associated with early chalk figures. 

Such landmarks have long symbolised 
man’s relationship with chalk, the bedrock of 
this area and much of southern England. I 
envisaged a slim, almost two-dimensional 
figure, anchored within a green steel ring to 
represent a hollow or valley among the 
Downs. The sinuous curve of the Thames 
would sweep past its feet, and interwoven 
trackways would symbolise the passage, 
settlement and industry of people across the 
area from pre-historic times to the present 


day. Construct the horse in stainless steel, 
and its appearance will vary with the light 
and weather. Up close it will reflect its 
surroundings, reminding us that it is not a 
single sculpture that will define this area, but 
what we choose to build around it. Leave 
aside the symbolism, and it could simply be a 
dynamic but harmonious structure that 
invites curiosity and interpretation.

Marsh country is ours 

Charles Dickens’ Great Expectations opens 
with the lines: “Ours was the marsh country, 
down by the river, within as the river wound 
twenty miles of the sea.” 

It was powerful, evocative stuff, and today 
we live on those very same marshes, have 
raised our families here, and we fought with 
all our might to save this precious wilderness 
from becoming the UK’s largest airport. 

On the back of the No Airport at Cliffe 
campaign, we formed Friends of the North 
Kent Marshes to promote, protect and 
celebrate all that is important about the area. 

In Dickens’ book, the marshes and estuary 
are brooding, wild, almost menacing. And so 
they can be. But they are also magnificent, 
welcoming and life-enhancing. There is also a 
rich cultural heritage here. These landscapes 
have been superimposed with Norman 
churches, ruined castles, Napoleonic forts, 
and a more recent industrial history of 
cement and explosives. The Magna Carta is 
said to have been drafted at Cliffe. 

But this human history is underpinned by 
an even deeper natural heritage. The 
marshes are an ever-changing landscape of 


soaring skylarks and ghost-like owls, of 
herons and egrets fishing the margins while 
grebes and avocets dance on the pools. The 
marshes have the highest protection under 
national and international law and form the 
single most important natural asset within 
the Thames Gateway. Come and stay and you 
will feel it, you will see that the marshes are 
the one thing that can give the Gateway a 
sense of place, a beating heart and lungs. 
Government must recognise the ability of 
wild areas to tie people to a place. The 
marshes give them a sense of identity. It 
would be sacrilege to ignore or destroy this. 
Yes, the Government has a duty under 
international law to protect the marshes from 
development, but it has a moral duty, too. 

The Government is thinking of flood 
management schemes along the estuary. 
Realignment of the seawall is an opportunity 
to create more room for wildlife, but it must 
be in the right place. The wrong place is 
where there are important and protected 
habitats inside the seawall. They are 
protected because they are rare, precious and 
worth hanging on to.

It is a stunning price for a car that echoes the 
four-door coupe-style that is increasingly popu¬ 
lar at this level and has its own distinctive ‘sig¬ 
nature’ line behind the front-wheel arch. 

Admittedly, the looks may dull after we see 
battalions of Insignias on our motorways, but 
the svelte newcomer is sure to slow sales for 
its biggest and rather less stylish looking rival, 
the Ford Mondeo. 

The only comfort for Ford perhaps is that the 
Insignia’s launch date - as saloon or hatch¬ 
back - has now slipped from October to the 
end of the year although dealers will take 
orders... and no doubt, offer silly deals on 
remaining Vectra stock. 


VAUXHALL’S Insignia is the star 
of the British International Motor 
Show, which opened at London’s 
Excel this week and runs until 
August 3. 

Nevertheless, General Motors (GM) left rivals 
little chance to upstage the global debut of its all- 
new Vectra replacement; it set up a dramatic 
launch event alongside Tower Bridge on Monday. 

Atmosphere had been cranked up by lifting 
a mysterious crashed spaceship into the sky, 
when the structure’s doors opened suddenly and 
the new car ‘fell’ 45m to earth in just six sec¬ 
onds in front of a 300-strong invited audience. 

Vauxhall said the exercise required exacting 
orchestration, underlining the attention to 
detail in creating its new arrival in the fami¬ 
ly/company market segment. 

The stunt was reminiscent of one pulled at 
the 2006 BIM Show, when Vauxhall 
launched the Corsa supermini in style by fly¬ 


ing in a car suspended from a helicopter. 

But Vauxhall wanted yet more from the 
media for the Insignia this week; the show’s 
motor press preview on Tuesday was also 
dominated by the newcomer, with GM chiefs 
Bob Lutz and Carl-Peter Forster from north 
America and Europe respectively, wheeled in 
to push the Insignia’s importance. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown was another 
prominent visitor to the GM stand though, in 
truth, the Insignia looks well capable of plead¬ 
ing it own case to the market. 

Against a market backdrop favouring down¬ 
sizing and economy, pre-launch photographs 
suggested a stylish, but rather large newcomer; 
the reality in the metal is far a more compact 
yet even better looking and equipped car with 
an impressively low drag factor (Cd) of 0.27. 

And though GM clearly intends to attack

New Nemo van’s dual personality 


CITROEN has picked up on 
reviving interest in low emission 
LPG (liquefied petroleum gas) by 
launching a dual fuel version of 
its dinky Nemo van. 

The Nemo X 1.4i dual fuel costs 
from £8,820 ex VAT and capitalis¬ 
es on LPG pump prices around 
60p a litre or 40 per cent that of 
diesel - dual fuel vehicles are also 
London congestion charge exempt. 

A Government ‘Powershift’ 
grant used to be offered towards 


buying a dual-fuel vehicle off the 
shelf or converting one for 
£1,500-2,000, but the withdrawal 
of such aid led to stagnation in 
demand now removed by the 
soaring cost of petrol and diesel. 

The Nemo conversion includes 
a 53-litre LPG tank instead of the 
spare wheel. Citroen claims this 
model has the same performance 
characteristics as the wholly 
petrol version, despite the lower 
calorific value of LPG.

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Fiesta launch highlights an 
industry caught in two minds

at the British International Motor Show 


FORD’S schizophrenia at the 
show’s opening highlights the red- 
line v greenline battle faced by the 
motor industry. 

The global giant’s big news was the launch of 
the latest generation Fiesta supermini on sale 
from October starting at £8,695, but it was 
stranded Gollum-like in two minds at the 
Tuesday’s press preview. 

One half of the corporate brain had whis¬ 
pered “Go for power and impact...”, so we had 
Strictly Come Dancing star and former Mis- 
Teeq singer Alesha Dixon performing and 
dancing to her track Fired Up as the wraps 
came off the sporty Fiesta Zetec-S version. 

But the PC half of the cranium, had also 
decreed: “We must be seen to be green”. 

So we also had Ford chiefs highlighting the 
Fiesta ECOnetic version too; capable of 
averaging well over 70+mpg and emitting a 
road tax exempt 98gm/km of C02, it is far 
more suited to the current climate of soaring 
fuel prices and global warming. 

Unlike Gollum, Ford’s good half won the day. 

Indeed, Henry Ford’s old saying that you can 
have any colour so long as it’s black, could 
soon be corrupted to green if Ford stays 
true to its apparent modem day mission to 



bring green motoring to the masses. 

The miserly Fiesta ECOnetic - one of sever¬ 
al ‘ECOnetic’ versions of popular Ford models 
- is powered by a specially-programmed 1.6- 
litre turbodiesel with other mod cons includ¬ 
ing lowered suspension, improved aerodynam¬ 
ics and a no-maintenance particulate. 

Ford of Britain marketing chief Mark 
Ovenden claimed overall emissions and econo¬ 
my was better than petrol-electric hybrid cars. 

He said: “At the moment, most manufactur¬ 
ers’ low-emission cars are niche or specialist 
models. Ford has built a reputation by democ¬ 


ratising motoring. The new Fiesta ECOnetic 
makes a low-emission vehicle available and 
affordable to the masses just as the Model T 
Ford made motoring available to the masses.” 

As a result, the plant that Henry Ford 
built at Dagenham to produce Model Ts is 
now racing to cope with its present-day 
job of producing low-C02 1.4 and 1.6 diesel 
engines. 

The plant’s own green credentials have also 
been boosted; two wind turbines there cur¬ 
rently avoid some 6,500 tonnes of C02 output 
and a third turbine will be added next year. 


Just down the road, the company-owned 
Dagenham Motors dealership also has a wind 
turbine, collects rain water for car washing 
and recycles waste engine oil for heating. 

Ford’s UK chief Roelant de Waard said: 
“Manufacturing, sales and service are embrac¬ 
ing a common green vision. 

“They are both reflecting what’s on motorists’ 
minds - needing to minimise the cost and 
impact of motoring.”

Alfa Romeo 159 



Charismatic Italian 
bids to woo buyers 
from the Germans 


GERMAN car brands created 
the sporting estate and added a 
lucrative market sector. 

They must be mortified now to have been 
matched and possibly outreached by Alfa 
Romeo’s sleek 159 Sportwagon. 

There have been misses on the way - the 
earlier 156 was too small and the quality still 
not quite there even if the car was a looker - 
but the charismatic Italian brand’s latest tilt 
at the BMW 3-Series has finally struck home. 

And there is also a sideswipe for Audi 
Quattro models in the form of the well-bal¬ 
anced all-wheel drive model tested here. 

The 159 is 225mm longer and 85mm wider 
than the old 156 and there is a robust feel 
about the car that belies its elegance, so it is no 
surprise that the 159 rates the maximum 
EuroNCAP five stars for safety. 

Rigidity was also prioritised to ensure that 
the 159 lived up to sporting as well as practi¬ 
cal aspirations with top-drawer handling and 
roadholding. 

Even if it did have Alfa foibles of the past 
though, it would still silence nagging doubts 
inside the head by pulling on the heart strings 
as you fire up the engine and head for the open 


road, especially when the model in question 
is our £27,850 flagship test car, the 159 2.4- 
litre diesel Sportwagon in Lusso spec with all¬ 
wheel drive. 

This is an Audi Quattro Avant with Italian 
style and flair and, based on experience with 


more humdrum 159 models, is where you 
want to be if you can afford it. Well-designed 
leather upholstery and extra toys suit the 
thoroughbred class of the Italian head-turner. 

What really impresses though is how well 
controlled the car’s ride is; there is more "have 


your cake and eat it’ about this sporty yet 
comfortable Alfa than many rivals. 

The result is a taut driver’s car without ride 
discomfort - a sporting estate with everyday 
family appeal. 

Of course, the test car’s tenacity was helped

For a five-cylinder unit it is also rather 
smooth, making the Alfa a smart and refined 
motorway car... this really is not sounding 
much like a traditional Alfa Romeo review is it? 

Even the interior has sufficient style without 
the silly attempts at individualism that have 
marred past Alfas; the audio, heating and 
other switchgear is all logical and directly 
accessible rather than via one of those comput¬ 
erised centre console hlob’ boxes that are 
becoming popular with German rivals. 

There is also decent head and legroom in the 
back plus clever stowage in the boot, though 
the six-CD autochanger is to be found there 
rather than in the dashboard. 

The Sportwagon is arguably even better 
looking than the saloon, with the raked estate 
rear balancing the high-shouldered styling 
rather better than the stumpy boot of the 
mainstay body style. 

The legendary Giorgetto Giugiaro had a hand 
in the 159 profile, which starts with a powerful 
front end featuring the trademark Alfa shield 
flanked by two ‘angry 5 fighting arrays.

KENT’S toy sellers are dreaming 
of a traditional Christmas as they 
stock up on old favourites such as 
dolls’ houses, board games and 
Rubik’s cubes. 

Youngsters getting fed up with video games 
are expected to turn their hands from franti¬ 
cally pressing buttons to moving chess pieces 
and playing with toys such as durable, well- 
made wooden cars. 

But this year’s must-have looks - at the 
moment - to be the Rubik’s cube, not just for 
youngsters but also teenagers and adults. 

While we’re enjoying sunny weather and 
holidays, it may be a little early to start think¬ 
ing of Christmas lists, but the nation’s toy sell¬ 
ers are busy buying ahead to make sure they 
are well stocked. 

But with the credit squeeze and a dodgy eco¬ 
nomic outlook, they’re expecting a tough time, 
so it’s a matter of how much stock they go for. 
Too much could tie up crucial capital. Too little 
would spell lost sales. 

Toy shops locally are mirroring what big 
London stores such as Hamleys think will be 
the trends in a few months’ time - for exam¬ 
ple, wooden toys, traditional teddy bears and 
spinning tops. 

Richard Ray, manager at Gravesend’s popu¬ 
lar Nuxley Toys in Milton Road, said tradition¬ 
al toys, such as dolls’ houses, Sylvanian fami¬ 
lies and board games like snakes and ladders, 
chess and Monopoly look set to be the main 
stocking fillers. 

He said youngsters who play computer

games at home often like to get out old-fash¬ 
ioned toys when they go round their grandpar¬ 
ents’ homes. And, he said, the Rubik’s cube 
could be a top seller. 

“Lots of people are asking for them and we 
could see them being very popular for 
teenagers and adults this year. There will be 
national television advertising and there has 
been a lot about them in the national press, 
although they’ve always been popular.” 

Rubik’s cube mechanical puzzle was invent¬ 
ed in 1974 by Hungarian sculptor and profes¬ 
sor of architecture Emo Rubik. Although first 
called the Magic Cube by its inventor, it was 
renamed Rubik’s cube by Ideal Toys in 1980 
when it won a game of the year special award 
for best puzzle in Germany. It is said to be the 


world’s best-selling toy, with 
about 300,000,000 cubes and 
imitations sold worldwide. 

Mr Ray said entertainment- 
themed toys such as 
Spiderman and High School V 
Musical were also popular. 

Meantime, at Toys R Us, which 
has a big Medway store, spokeswoman 
Justine Pryce said the company was still 
planning its Christmas stocks - but at the 
moment it’s seeing phenomenal sales of Gogos 
Crazy Bones characters.

Invent a new dog lead attach¬ 
ment that could launch a ‘fetch’ 
ball 200 feet and it might still 
happen. 

Rochester tiler Brett Cattlin’s 
creation Leaderball is being 
rolled out nationwide by top 
retailer Pets at Home, and it got 
a great response from buyers at 
Interzoo 2008 in Germany, the 
world’s largest pet supplies 
exhibition.

It’s not worth the risk 


STAFF going on team-bonding 
trips and getting legless with 
booze are costing unwary 
employers an arm and a leg, 
says risk experts. 

Themis, a claims investigation 
and risk assessment company, 
warns Kent firms that some cor¬ 
porate away days can turn into 
weekends with activities such as 
wine-tasting, ski-boating and 
horse-riding - all potentially 
risky. 

Simon Parums, founder and 
managing director, said: “Even 
though corporate away days 
take place outside the work¬ 
place, companies are still 
responsible for their staff and 
need to take precautions.” 

Accidents with alcohol as a 
contributory factor are estimat¬ 
ed to make up 20-25 per cent of 


all work accidents. However, not 
all claims are alcohol-related 
and a lot arise from outdoor 
activities. In a recent case, 
Themis investigated a Yorkshire 
firm that took employees quad¬ 
biking. One of them fell off and 
put in a personal injury claim. 

Mr Parums said: “The claim 
wasn’t awarded as we found the 
employee had received the right 
amount of training and had not 
disclosed a medical condition 
beforehand. 

“Firms planning away days 
needn’t be put off. They should 
just pay attention to all the risks 
and always give the option of 
whether or not to take part. 

“And in some cases they 
should contact their solicitor to 
have a disclaimer drawn up for 
staff to sign before the trip.”

As an employer, what are my obligations? 

Employers have a general duty to protect their employees' 
health and safety at work and failure to address bullying or 
harassment may lead to costly and time consuming claims. This 
could include discrimination claims, personal injury claims for mental or 


serious misconduct, then you should suspend Mrs B (usually with pay) 
whilst an investigation is carried out. It is advisable for an Employer to 
have a clear formal policy setting out the standards of behaviour which 
are unacceptable. This should include a statement that bullying and 
harassment will not be tolerated by the organisation and will be dealt 
with in accordance with the disciplinary procedure. It is also key that the 
policy is implemented and that senior management lead by example.

Demand drops 
in job market 


DEMAND for permanent 
staff fell for first time in five 
years during June, accord¬ 
ing to the Recruitment and 
Employment Confederation 
and KPMG.

Kathy Lloyd, people services man¬ 
ager with KPMG in Kent, said: “This 
really is a sobering set of figures 
proving that the credit crunch has 
finally taken its toll and is now 
severely weakening the jobs market. 

“Many employers now seem to be 
accepting the inevitable, that they 


will have to cut costs by laying off 
people because their businesses 
won’t be growing as much as they 
could have expected a couple of 
months ago. 

‘We have already seen widespread 
redundancy programmes in the City 
and among housebuilders - and 
there are more to come. 

“Even the usually robust tempo¬ 
rary jobs market is coming under 
pressure, adding to the likelihood of 
a stagnant market and rising unem¬ 
ployment for the foreseeable future.” 


European Court rules in favour of carers 


BRITAIN’S six million carers won a landmark victory 
recently when the European Court of Justice said the 
rights of an employee who was denied time off work to 
look after her disabled son were recognised by EU dis¬ 
crimination law. 

The worker, Sharon Coleman, was forced to resign her 
legal secretary job for taking time off and claimed that 
she suffered discrimination by association with her dis¬ 
abled son. Nick Hobden, head of employment law at Kent 


law firm Thomson Snell and Passmore, said: “This means 
Kent businesses must not discriminate against not only 
disabled recruits and employees, but also employees who 
care for the disabled. 

“Employment Tribunals will be more sensitive to care¬ 
less comments directed towards employees. 

“This form of associative discrimination could extend to 
association with people of a certain age, sexual orienta¬ 
tion or specific religion or belief.”

EVER considered how many job 
titles mean absolutely nothing to 
most of us? 

Since the name given to almost every job 
description embraces the words ‘consultant’,

Amenity horticulture relates to the man¬ 
agement of parks, gardens and open spaces. 

Commercial horticulture is to do with the 
production of food and ornamental crops.

Medicinal horticulture is concerned with 
the production of crops for use in convention¬ 
al pharmaceuticals, herbal remedies, essen¬ 
tial oils and related areas.

Here in the 
Garden of England, 
we are fortunate to 
have world-class 
growers who are

Joint venture agreements 


IN RECENT years ‘lifestyle buyers’ - mainly 
affluent good-lifers from urban areas - have 
snapped up about a third to two-fifths of the 
farmland on the market and many landown¬ 
ers will want to increase their income. 

The question then arises how best to man¬ 
age the land to take advantage without los¬ 
ing control and affecting your tax position. 

There are a number of options, from rent¬ 
ing the land to farming it yourself, but there 
is a third way - joint ventures. 

These can take the form of a contract or 
share farming agreement and, if properly 
prepared and managed, allow the landowner 
to remain the farmer, while taking advan¬ 
tage of the expertise and equipment of the 
contractor. 

While contract farming agreements have 


been common in the industry there is a move 
towards share farming agreements, says 
James Standen of FGS Agri. 

In a recent study of joint-venture farming, 
one expert predicted that share farming 
agreements would become more common. 

This is in light of the Inland Revenue’s 
review of ‘who is farming the land?’ in con¬ 
tract farming agreements, which could have 
adverse tax implications. It was felt share 
farming would resolve this issue. 

Joint venture agreements are flexible and 
could include arable or livestock production 
on all or part of the land and be varied each 
year.

Ashford is in the throes of an ambitious £2.5 billion develop¬ 
ment strategy and last month former Thames Gateway chief 
executive Judith Armitt took over as managing director of 
Ashford’s Future, the organisation dealing with the town’s 
growth agenda. She told KOS Media Business Editor Tony 
Patey why Ashford lives up to its claim to be “best placed in 
Britain” for business, investment, jobs and general good living

Q What is Ashford’s Future? 

A in 2001 Ashford was identified by the Government as one of four 
key growth areas in the South East and two years later the Ash¬ 
ford’s Future Partnership Board was established. 

Chaired by Cllr Paul Clokie, leader of Ashford council, its partners 
include KCC, Seeda, English Partnerships, the Environment Agency, 
the Learning and Skills Council, South East England Regional 
Assembly, the Housing Corporation and the Highways Agency The 
number of partners reflects the complexity and priority of achieving 
high-quality development and regeneration. The board is now set¬ 
ting up the new Ashford’s Future Company, which will take respon¬ 
sibility for key projects. It will be operational later this year. 

Q What are the plans for Ashford? 

A Some £2.5 billion of public and private 
sector money is expected to be invested 
to establish the town as a distinctive place 
to five and do business. A cornerstone of the 
strategy is the creation of 28,000 jobs and 
building 31,000 homes. 

Ashford’s growth potential is built on its 
high-speed rail connections - a 37-minute 
journey to London from next year - and 
development opportunities. Location is crit¬ 
ical, with excellent rail, road, air and sea 
links providing businesses with access to 
360 million consumers across Europe. 

Our objectives over the next three years 
are to use the £22 million of growth area 
funding allocated to Ashford to put in place 
key infrastructure to help the market 
strengthen as the current slowdown fades. 

Key projects include completing the town 
centre road scheme; upgrading junction 9 
on the M20 and the nearby Drovers round¬ 
about; creating a new route (Victoria Way) 
between the Romney Marsh Road/Beaver 
Road junction and Brookfield Road; opening 
the town’s first park and ride; working with 
partners to ensure the completion of a new 


town centre learning campus; and improving 
the area around the railway station. 

We are supporting the initial stages of build¬ 
ing a new motorway junction east of junction 
10, and working with the Environment Agency 
and others to secure adequate investment in 
water supply and waste water infrastructure. 

Q What’s your background and what are 
your main responsibilities? 

A As chief executive of Thames Gateway, I 
was responsible for Europe’s most ambi¬ 
tious regeneration project. Prior to that I was 
chief executive of Medway council for nine 
years, securing priority areas status for Med¬ 
way and £120m of funding. Key projects I have 
been involved with include Rochester River¬ 
side and the Medway campus development. I 
am responsible for delivering a series of objec¬ 
tives, including housing growth and employ¬ 
ment, transport improvements and town cen¬ 
tre developments. 

Q W ill the economic slump prevent Ash¬ 
ford from achieving these goals? 

A Ashford is well-positioned to weather the 
storm. With substantial funding already 
allocated and the new Ashford’s Future Com¬ 
pany ready to lead, we can crack on with deliv¬ 
ering important pieces of the jigsaw so the 
town can resume its growth path promptly as 
the market recovers. 

Q Will the arrival of the domestic high¬ 
speed rail link in 2009 make much dif¬ 
ference to Ashford? 

A A huge difference. It will slash the com¬ 
muting time to London from 83 minutes to 
37. Fast rail services will add significantly to 
Ashford’s attractiveness as a business location 
and as somewhere to live.

ful of tough times ahead and prefer deals 
which carry the least risk, but with as low a 
value as possible. Although harder to secure, 
funding is available, but lenders are choosing 
carefully the businesses on which they will 


lend. Similarly, businesses on the acquisition 
trail should consider the quality of the target. 
The current climate may result in targets 
being acquired more cheaply, but the cost of 
the borrowing may well be higher. It is impor¬ 
tant for buyers to look at all available finance 
options. Incumbent banks will not necessarily 
offer the best deal to finance a transaction and 
the extent of facility fees and security request¬ 
ed by banks can make a significant difference. 

In each case, companies need to balance the 
effort required to nurture a fresh relationship 
against the short-term result of potentially 
getting a good deal. 

Selection of advisory teams is important 
both for buyers and sellers. By assembling the 
right team, the acquisition process can be 
managed smoothly and, accordingly, the pro¬ 
fessional costs for each of the parties can be 
kept lower. 

It is important to ensure the right people are 
engaged to do the right work, with account¬ 
ants and tax advisers focusing on the financial 
aspects and commercial investigations, and 
solicitors ensuring that what has been agreed 
is included in the legal documentation as well 
as investigating the legal aspects. 

At an even earlier stage, it can be useful for 
a corporate finance adviser to become involved 
to put the deal together and liaise between the 
parties. This approach can assist planning the 
transaction and managing expectations. 


In considering any funding requirements, 
both buyers and sellers need to be aware of the 
lender’s requirements in order to be able to 
secure the borrowing. This might mean that 
the transaction is structured in a certain way, 
which can consequently lead to the lenders 
needing to instruct advisers of their own to 
deal with the transaction. 

This is not always necessary, however, and 
considerable cost savings can be achieved if 
the range of advisers used is kept smaller, 
especially as the borrower, in addition to bear¬ 
ing its own costs, ultimately carries the costs of 
the lender’s professional advisers. 

Finally, for sellers, there is no substitute for 
proper preparation and planning prior to a 
disposal. 

The sale process is much easier (and cheap¬ 
er) if the affairs of a business are in order 
before it all starts, for example, by ensuring 
that any regulations have been complied with, 
that records (including all property and busi¬ 
ness contracts) are suitably kept and that 
effective communications are maintained with 
advisers.

Planning and preparation 
key to a successful MBO 


ACCORDING to the Centre for Manage¬ 
ment Buyout Research, 2007 produced a 
record total management buyout deals 
value of £42.2 billion compared with 
£26.5bn in 2006 - in spite of the credit 
crunch, writes Graham Hollis. 

That impressive figure includes a num¬ 
ber of City mega-deals, but here in Kent we 
have seen more than our fair 
share of MBO activity over 
the last 12 months, largely 
because of the high propor¬ 
tion of owner-managed busi¬ 
nesses in the region. 

MBOs are becoming an 
increasingly attractive exit 
route for shareholders 
because they can serve many 
purposes, allowing business 
founders to reap the rewards 
of their labour, safe in the 
knowledge that the people 
who helped make it a success 
will now have the chance to 
make money from the busi¬ 
ness. They can also enable 
larger businesses to sell off a non-core sub¬ 
sidiary to its management. 

The existing relationship between MBO 
teams and the departing shareholders 
often results in a degree of flexibility in the 
structure of the deal, with deferred consid¬ 
eration and Vendor roll-over’ often replac¬ 
ing the need for external equity funding 
commonly provided by private equity 
houses. 

Although MBOs can be an excellent solu¬ 
tion for those concerned, there are obsta¬ 


cles. For example, the current secondary 
management team which is looking to 
undertake the MBO needs to have had the 
opportunity to prove to its bank or lender 
its capability to run the business. 

This requires owner-managers, who are 
often heavily immersed in the day-to-day 
running of their business, to spend a year, 
or even two, pulling back from 
the operations of the business 
to more of an advisory role, 
allowing the second tier man¬ 
agement team to take the 
reins. 

The most successful MBOs 
are those that are planned 
well in advance and support¬ 
ed by experienced profession¬ 
als. That was the feedback we 
got from the businesses com¬ 
munity when we launched 
our corporate finance team 
across the region. 

Lloyds TSB has a reputa¬ 
tion nationally for corporate 
finance expertise, but there 
was a clear gap in the market for a dedicat¬ 
ed team to support businesses at a regional 
level. 

That’s why we brought on board two 
experienced corporate finance directors - 
Andrew Waller and Andy Fish - to give our 
customers all the support and regional 
expertise they need deliver MBOs, as well 
as mergers and acquisitions and the 
restructuring of leverage debt.

Teams from the USA, and 
Great Britain and Ireland, will 
battle it out in a match play com¬ 
petition for one of the most cov¬ 
eted trophies in amateur golf. 

Chances 

Sherreard feels his perform¬ 
ance at The Open, that saw him 
finish above the likes of Ernie 
Els, Vijay Singh and Justin 
Rose, has helped his chances of 
being selected in Colin Dal- 
gleish’s Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land team. 

Sherreard told Kent on Sun¬ 
day: “The Walker Cup was cer¬ 
tainly in my mind when I went 
into the Open Championship 
and my performance there 
should really help me try and 
make the squad. 

“The competition is a year 
away, but it is always good to 
put in these kinds of perform¬ 
ances for the team selectors. It is 
a reason why I want to stay an 
amateur, plus I really want to 
finish my degree at university.” 


However, The Chart Hills Golf 
Club amateur, who is based in 
America, believes only playing 
tournaments in the States could 
be an influence on the decision 
taken by the selectors for the 
2009 Great Britain and Ireland 
Walker Cup team. 

He said: “Being in America 
does have its benefits and disad¬ 
vantages regarding selection for 
the squad. 

“There are far more tourna¬ 
ments to play out there com¬ 
pared to Britain, which is good 
for my game, but it allows the 
USA team to see how I play 
which could be a problem. 

“As for the Great Britain selec¬ 
tors, if they want to see my game 
they have to go out of their 
way and come over to the States 
to see me, which may hinder 
my chances. 

“Last week would have certain¬ 
ly put me in the eye of the selec¬ 
tors. I think Chris Wood, who 
beat me to the silver medal, will 
definitely be in the team now.” 

After playing against some 
of the world’s best golfers last 
week, Sherreard returns to to 
competitive golf in the English 
Amateur Championships at 
Woodhall Spa in Lincolnshire 
next week.

Huff goes over old ground

WORLD Touring Car challenger 
Rob Huff is hoping to draw on the 
inspiration of his first-ever win at 
Brands Hatch as he prepares for the 
British round of the championship 
this afternoon. 

The Kent circuit hosts the World 
Touring Car Championship this 
weekend, which will see the best 
saloon car drivers in the world battle 
it out on the 1.2 mile Indy circuit. 

With four Brits in the field, includ¬ 
ing three-time world champion Andy 
Priaulx, Chevrolet driver Huff would 
like nothing more than a victory at 
his home round of the series. 

Huff told Kent on Sunday: “I love 
Brands Hatch. I love coming back 
here and have done well the last two 
years running. Hopefully, this year I 
can walk away with the win. I always 
seem to get a lot of support at Brands 
and it is always a special moment for 
me.” 

The 29-year-old is racing in his 
third year after a season in the 
British Touring Car Championship 
in 2004. 

He believes taking his first BTCC 
victory at Brands Hatch in dramatic 
fashion in 2004 helped kick-start his 
motorsport career. 

He said: “There is one moment that 


will always stick with me in my 
career and my whole life, and that 
is getting my first BTCC win in 
dramatic fashion. 

“I was fourth on the last lap and I 
managed to pass everyone at the 
second corner. Luckily we came 
through victorious and that gave 
me the confidence and was the turn¬ 
ing point for me.” 

Huff is fifth in the championship 
on 36 points, a full 22 points 
behind championship leader 


Gabriele Tarquini. He has already 
tasted victory this season at round 
three in Valencia in May, but 
believes the series is one of the 
toughest in world motorsport. 

BMW driver Priaulx, who is gun¬ 
ning for an unprecedented fourth 
consecutive world title, is fourth in 
the championship on 43 points with 
one victory this season, at France. 

As well as racing his saloon car, 
Priaulx will drive demonstration laps 
in the 2008 BMW Formula One Car.

Africa win puts Searle

TOMMY Searle has closed the 
gap in the World MX2 Champi¬ 
onships after a victory in South 
Africa last weekend. 

The motocross rider from 
Goudhurst, recovered from a 
fall last time out in Sweden and 
blitzed the field in qualifying to 
finish a full 10 seconds ahead of 
South African rider Tyla Rattray. 

In the first race, Searle battled 
through the searing heat to 
clinch victory ahead of French¬ 
man Nicolas Aubin. 

The second race proved an 
even tougher challenge and 
Searle could only come away 
with a second-place finish 
behind Rattray, who leads 
the championship from Searle 
by 21 points. 

Searle said: “It has been a 


good weekend. In the first race 
I had a good start, was second 
and was able to make passes. I 
had a bad start in the second 
one, I closed the gap on Tyla, 
but he was riding well. I always 
want to win and there is no rea¬ 
son why I can’t win. 

“The last few weeks I had 
some bad races, so I am glad I 
got through that here. It got 
rough in the second moto, the 
sun wasn’t a problem, but the 
circuit was much rougher. Tyla 
is at the top of the table, so the 
points haven’t changed that 
much.” 

Searle will be hoping to 
chase the championship leader 
Rattray down even further at 
the next round at Lommel, Bel¬ 
gium on August 3.

The 14-year-old from Erith was 
alongside London Organising 
Committee chairman Lord 
Sebastian Coe, Olympics minis¬ 
ter Tessa Jowell and Olympics 
delivery chairman John Armitt as 
work began two months early. 

Williams is tipped to compete 
at the Games in four years’ time 
and will be one of the first to 
benefit from the world-class 
facilities once construction is 
completed. 

When ready, it will house a 
dry diving gym, water harnesses 
and bubble machine to help 
divers learn more complicated 
dives. 

Williams said: “Living close to 
London, I am lucky as I will be 


one of the first divers to practice 
on the boards. I hear about the 
Olympics every day and it is 
such an inspiration for me and 
my team-mates. 

“This year, after winning the 
nationals, I was invited to the 
England squad and I am 
already working hard to secure 
my place on the 2012 Olympic 
diving team.” 

The South East has a dearth of 
top-quality diving centres, which 
was exposed last year when the 
Crystal Palace Diving Institute 
was closed after the discovery 
of asbestos. 

Williams and her colleagues 
who compete on the highest 
boards had to travel to 
Southampton or Sheffield to 
continue their training.

According to some accounts the training 
pitch was not a happy place at times last 


season, with a group of players reported¬ 
ly digging their heels in over the new 
manager’s ideas. 

If that was the case then, I saw no evi¬ 
dence of it. Stimson was certainly in charge 
but the atmosphere was light-hearted and 
the players seemed united. During a 
drinks break they all watched intently as 
the boss took on Simeon Jackson in a hotly- 
contested game of keepy-uppy tennis. 

Just as I began to enjoy myself, the ses¬ 
sion finished, bringing an end to my time 
in the inner circle. It was a rare privilege to 
see the squad in their natural environment 
and showed that away from the Priestfield 
pressure cooker, they really are just a 
group of normal, down-to-earth lads. 

I just hope Mark Stimson isn’t reading 
this; I still owe him that pound.

Dilemma facing Ladies 

European Tour ace Dani 
as injuries take their toll

T HEY say beware the injured 
golfer, as Padraig Harrington 
and Tiger Woods have 
proved this summer, but in 
my case I’m afraid the injuries have 
- for the moment - beaten me. 

I had to withdraw after my first round at 
last week’s Italian Open, due to the effects of 
three different injuries. Yes, three. 

All year I’ve been troubled by an ankle 
complaint and, because of this and the prob¬ 
lem it has caused in my swing of transferring 
my weight through the ball, I’ve also aggra¬ 
vated a disc in my lower back. 

I had two weeks off at the end of June 
because of my back and ankle, missing the 
English Open at the Oxfordshire, but I decid¬ 
ed to play in the Irish Open and although 
I finished 35th and won my best cheque of 
the season - more than 3,000 euros - it 
ended with me in more pain. 

O n the 15th hole of my last round in 
Ireland, I jarred my back when hitting 
a shot heavy and for the last three 
holes I could hardly stand over the ball 
without it hurting. I dropped three shots in 
those closing holes, finishing three-over par 
for my round, and that cost me an even bet¬ 
ter cheque. 

To cap it all, I’ve developed a lump in my 
wrist where I had a ganglion in my youth, 
and there is a possibility I will need another 
operation on it - similar to the one I had 
when I was 16. 



All in all, it’s not been the happiest of times 
over the past month or so and I am feeling 
rather sorry for myself at the moment. 

I should never have tried to play in Italy 
after what happened in Ireland, and the 
problems with my back and ankle earlier 
this summer, but I had played quite nicely 
overall at the Irish Open and I thought I 
could play through it. 

That clearly was not possible, and now - 
despite the frustration and the disappoint¬ 
ment of not being able to get out there and 
continue my Ladies European Tour season 
- I’ve simply got to sit down and make the 
best rational decision for the sake of my 
immediate career. 

The first option is to rest up for a few 
weeks, get more treatment for my back and 
ankle, ignore the lump in my wrist and hope 
I can play out the remaining tournaments of 
the season. There are eight successive weeks 
of competition from August 7 onwards, and 
then three final events in November and 
December in Korea, India and Dubai. 

But the second option, which I’m consider¬ 
ing seriously, is to apply for a medical exemp¬ 


tion from the rest of this year’s tournaments, 
which means I wil keep my card automati¬ 
cally for 2009 and possibly allow myself the 
time to have a wrist operation and get my 
back and ankle properly sorted out. 

Part of the reason why it might be better to 
do this is that it is my swing itself which is at 
the root of my problems with the ankle and, 
resulting from that, my back. I need to 
change the way I swing the club if I am to 
protect my ankle from future trouble. 

This obviously is something that will take 
time to get right, and maybe it will be best to 
work on such a remodelling of my swing 
away from competition. 

W hatever I decide, it needs careful 
thought and I won’t rush into it. It’s 
just that I’m not used to being injured 
- the only time I’ve not been able to play golf 
before was after that wrist operation when 
I was 16... and I had school work and lots of 
other things to occupy me in those days. 

Being a professional golfer makes it so 
much harder to accept injury compared to 
when I was young and an amateur. But I 
know I must do what’s right for me in the 
medium to long term, and that’s what I will 
be deciding during the next few weeks.

KENT’S focus on grassroots sport 
will help the county produce more 
elite athletes in the future, 
according to Paralympic legend 
Dame Tanni Grey-Thompson. 

The retired champion, who won 16 
Paralympic medals and held 30 world 
records in a glittering 22-year career in 
wheelchair athletics, was speaking at 
Beyond Boundaries - a two-day event at the 
Kent Showground highlighting sports and 
activities available to disabled people. 

Dame Tanni, 39, was at the Kent School 
Games earlier in the month and was 
impressed with the level of interest in sport. 
She believes the county has adopted the 
right approach by investing in youth. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “Kent’s really 
good for producing athletes. It has got a real¬ 
ly strong sports development unit, they are 
very active and good at getting grassroots 
participation. You cannot get someone to 
elite level unless you have that pyramid 
from grassroots. It shows that in the next 
few years Kent is going to get stronger and 
stronger because it is spending and invest¬ 
ing in sport at grassroots level.” 

When the shortlist for pre-training camps 
ahead of London 2012 were announced earlier 
this year, Kent featured prominently. It was 
the leading county for the Olympics with 35 
different sites, while eight venues were select¬ 
ed for Paralympic athletes. 

Medway Park, with the £11 million refur¬ 
bishment of Black Lion Leisure Centre, is in 
the frame to host both sets of athletes in a 
variety of disciplines. 

The six-time London Marathon winner 
feels Kent’s top-class facilities will help pro¬ 
duce future champions from the county. 

She said: “Kent have been very good at 
looking and creating the sports facilities for 
both able-bodied and disabled athletes. It is 
really important to attract other nations to 
train in the UK for the 2012 Games, but it is 
going to be quite a challenge. 

“There seems to be this passion for sport in

the county and I think that is excellent. It 
takes eight or nine years to help someone get 
to elite level to be winning or on the podium 
and Kent understands to achieve that you 
have to invest.” 

There is clearly more work to be done and 
this week it was announced Dame Tanni will 
chair a commission aimed at increasing par¬ 
ticipation of women in sport. 

Kent’s double Olympic champion Dame 
Kelly Holmes is also a member of the panel, 
which will be launched in the autumn. It will 
look at ways of knocking down the barriers 
women have to face when engaging in sport. 

Dame Tanni said: “It is about recognising 
that we should get more women active in 
sport. The elite stage comes later, we need a 
fit and healthy nation so we are looking 
about how we can do that. 

“After 16 it appears it is more natural for 
boys to continue in sport and that is when 
we see women drop out. We need to be 
smarter about how to encourage women to 
get interested in sport and enjoy it. It’s a 
real challenge because once a woman 
leaves sport it’s very hard to get back in. 

‘We are not doing enough as a nation to 
keep women in sport, or to get disabled peo¬ 
ple to do sport, but it is changing slowly.” 

Changes are beginning to take place 
worldwide. Next month Natalie Du Toit will 
make history by becoming the first female 
amputee to compete in the Olympics after 
qualifying for the open water event. 


Her compatriot, 400m runner Oscar 
Pistorius - better known as the ‘Blade 
Runner’ for the artificial lower limbs he com¬ 
petes in - just fell short of qualifying for the 
Olympic 4x400m relay team. 

He had caused controversy by blurring the 
lines between able-bodied and disabled 
sport, with many arguing Pistorius’ blades 
give him an advantage. 

While Dame Tanni admits it is not perfect, 
she believes their participation can only be a 
good thing for disabled sport. 

She said: “There is not an easy answer to 
the Oscar Pistorius and Natalie Du Toit situ¬ 
ation. Natalie does have a disadvantage, but 
with Oscar I do not think they have done 
enough research because it’s harder for him to 
get out of the blocks and get to top speed. 

“What they do for the Paralympics by com¬ 
peting is to make disabled sport known more 
globally and put it on the map.” 
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
